Presenting talks, discussions and 
other features which will attract and 
hold the interest of the largest at- 
tendance at a short course is always 
a problem to the persons in charge 
of planning the program. Members 
of a program committee may have 
special interests, or certain topics 
may not occur to them. But sugges- 
tions from the members at large can 
produce many helpful ideas and re- 
‘flect the interests of all. 

The example of the New York 





State Nurserymen’s Association 
might be following in planning a 
short course program. Well in ad- 
vance of the dates set for the meet- 
ing, questiohnaires were sent to as- 
sociation members requesting sug- 
gestions on topics and speakers. The 
interest and response shown were ex- 
cellent, and an excellent program re- 
sulted. 

It is interesting to note that pan- 
els composed of nurserymen discuss- 
ing various phases of nursery opera- 
tions were the favorite choice. The 
trend in meeting programs is to have 
successful nurserymen pass on infor- 
mation about their operations to 
others. Through these panels, more 
concrete ideas can be developed and 
more varied ideas presented than 
through talks by individual nursery- 
men or by speakers outside of the 
trade. Information is brought out 
in these discussions which would 
otherwise not be revealed. 

The nursery industry is truly 
showing signs of advancement when 
such thought, interest and coopera- 
tion are employed in developing a 
short course program. As frequently 
expressed on this page, the more 
nurserymen share their trade ideas, 
experiences and methods of opera- 
tion, the further the industry as a 
whole will advance. 





UPGRADING 


Upgrading of merchandise has be- 
come of increasing importance in the 
American scene in the past two gen- 
erations. Whether the public has de- 
manded it or whether manufacturers 
have found it a way to obtain better 
prices, the practice has become more 
and more widespread as the Ameri- 
can public has prospered and the 
standard of living has been raised. 

Two generations ago the plain, 
boxlike model-T Ford, made only 
in black, sold in the millions for the 
musical reason that “it gets you there 
and it gets you back.” Today’s auto- 
mobile is highly ornate, of a variety 
of colors, intricate in design and 
mechanism — and higher-priced. 

In those past days butter was sold 
in bulk from a crock; today it comes 
packaged and sliced ready to serve 
at table. Once a loaf of bread sold 
for a nickel; now it is larger in size, 
filled with vitamins and proteins, 
sliced and wrapped in transparent 
tissue, to sell for several times the 
old price. In fact, almost all the 
items in the grocery store are pack- 
aged. Cake mixtures are ready to 
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bake. Even meat and some vege- 
tables are wrapped ready for self- 
service counters. 

Instances of upgrading could be 
cited from other fields, but every 
reader can supply many examples for 
himself. The practice has come some- 
what into the nursery field, by means 
of packaging, canned plants and a 
great increase in balling shrubs and 
trees. Realization of the extent of 
the public acceptance of upgrading 
in other fields may help nurserymen 
to extend their sales and to better 
prices. 





CUSTOMER INVENTORY 


Every grower of nursery stock 
conducts one or two field audits an- 
nually, and the garden shop operator 
either carries a running inventory or 
checks his merchandise occasionally, 
so that he may know what to order 
and what slow items he must push. 
But in the sales department, except 
in large and progressive organiza- 
tions, little is thought of a customer 
inventory. 

Do you know how many customers 
you have served in the past year? 
Even excluding the casual purchas- 
ers, do you know how many indi- 
viduals or families may be considered 
as your regular clients? Do you know 
their average purchase? Have you a 
tabulation by groups, according to 
the size of purchase? 

Further, how many prospective 
buyers or customers do you estimate 
there are in your immediate vicinity? 
How far does your sales area extend, 
and how many families are located 
therein? If you do not have any 
figures on these prospects, perhaps 
some local merchants’ or other busi- 
ness organization has collected them 
for reference. 

To foster the sales department of 
one’s business is fully as important 
as nourishing the plants in the field. 
Yet how little thought ordinarily is 
given to that branch of the business! 
At first glance, it seems a difficult 
task, for most small businesses have 
been conducted on a_hit-or-miss 
basis, and the customers have come 
or not come of their own will; they 
have not been persuaded by the 
nurserymen, by advertising or by 
any other means. The more time one 
spends in collecting these figures and 
studying them, the more interesting 
and enlightening they become. If 
you have not tried it, the early fall is 
a good time; in fact, any season is a 
good time for such study.

Ornamental Trees for the South 


All too often, nurserymen of the 
upper and middle south ignore ex- 
cellent ornamental trees and plants 
suitable for landscape work in the 
region and depend solely on informa- 
tion from fellow nurserymen in the 
north. While many of the northern 
trees are suitable to this area, there 
are fully as many others some 
native to the south — that could and 
should be more widely used. 

The southern magnolia, Magnolia 
grandiflora, is one of the most char- 
acteristic and individual ornamen- 
tals of the south. Its luxuriant ever- 
green foliage and large, white, fra- 
grant flowers are familiar to all 
southerners. There are considerable

variations within the species of Mag- 
nolia grandiflora, and there is a great 
need for selecting improved types. 
There are many specimen trees that 
have flowers 10 to 12 inches in 
diameter, while others are noted for 
their extremely small flowers. I have 
seen some specimens that have flow- 
ered late in the fall. A Magnolia 
grandiflora that has been under ob- 
servation at the Ida Cason Callaway 
Gardens for the past two years flow- 
ers through September and October. 
Foliage Variations 

Of course, there is great variation 
in the foliage of the species, for there 
are trees with leaves that are smooth 
and nonglossy, while others have 
deep leaves with ruffled margins. 
Some M. grandiflora leaves are ellip- 
tical and elongated, while others are 
short and rounded. Those with the 
familiar brown tomentose undersides 
are preferred by many flower arrang- 
ers to those with green undersides. 

Magnolia grandiflora grows to a 
height of 80 feet or more and is gen- 
erally upright oval in shape. It is 
best, when using the tree as a speci- 
men plant, to allow the lower 
branches to remain near the ground. 
It is a large tree and requires con- 
siderable space. This plant is ideal 
for specimen, high screen or wind- 
break use throughout the south. 

Espalier Use Questioned 

In recent years there has been 
much emphasis placed on the use of 
Magnolia grandiflora in_ espalier 
work. While I realize that such use 


has been made of this tree in Eng- 
land for a number of years, I wonde1 
if the idea is proper in this country, 
where the tree grows more rapidly. 
I think that, while it is a beautiful 
plant espaliered on a large municipal 
building or on a building of 
stories or more in height, it creates 
many problems of maintenance and 
I almost shudder when I see the tree 
on small, 1-story homes, espaliered 
against a wall. I feel that if one can 
find suitable dwarf specimens of 
Magnolia grandiflora, they would 
lend themselves more readily to this 
type of work; possibly one should use 
other plants.

ease and insects, but they are some- 
what untidy in that they continue to 
drop leaves throughout the summer, 
and many people point out that they 
have been unable to grow grass in 
the trees’ heavy shade. However, 
when the tree is allowed to retain 
its branches to the ground, it is not 
necessary to maintain a ground 
cover. If a ground cover is needed, 
Vinca minor, liriope, the self-branch- 
ing ivies or even zoysia grass can be 
used with success. In the early fall, 
the large brown cones with their at- 
tractive red fruit, shown in illustra- 
tion A, are very showy and create 
considerable interest, although the 
cones themselves will also give an 
unsatisfactory appearance on_ the 
ground. 

There are several varieties of Mag- 
nolia grandiflora listed in botanical 
books, but they are generally not 
available. Glen St. Mary Nurseries 
Co., Glen St. Mary, Fla., however, 
offers one selected tree called Saint 
Mary. The medium-size leaves are 
dark green, with brown undersides. 
It is not a dwarf tree, but has a slow, 
compact, uniform growth. I have 
also heard, from two different sour- 
ces, of variegated plants of Magnolia 
grandiflora. Both were chance seed- 
lings and should prove interesting 
additions. 


Hardy Types Noted 


There is considerable interest in 
the southern magnolia in the north- 
ern states, and one continues to learn 
of successful plantings in such places 
as Ohio and Pennsylvania. I have 
been told by some plantsmen that 
the types having brown tomenta on 
the undersides of the leaves are the 
hardiest, while others maintain that 
the hardiest specimens are those 


bearing leaves with green undersides. 
So, apparently, there are hardy types 
in both distinct classes. Small trees 
might prove to be successful tub 
plants for northern areas. As interest 
in this plant increases, hardy types 
should certainly be developed. 

The southern magnolia grows 
naturally in swamps or moist areas 
and it prefers deep, well-watered 
soils. Trees up to six to 10 feet in 
height are easier to transplant than 
larger trees. However, we have 
moved trees up to 30 feet in height 
or larger at the Ida Cason Gardens 
with the use of Wilt-Pruf or one of 
the transplanting waxes to cut down 
on evaporation. There are also num- 
erous commercial firms through the 
south that move large specimen trees 
successfully. 


Sweet Bay Magnolia 


Sweet bay magnolia, Magnolia 
virginiana, is also common through- 
out the south. While native trees up 
to 40 to 60 feet in height have been 
found, the tree usually stays within 
its lower ranges of 30 to 40 feet in 
landscape plantings. The foliage is 
evergreen throughout the south. 
When the tree is used farther north, 
however, it becomes semievergreen 
or deciduous. The attractive green 
foliage with silver undersides that 
shine in the slightest breeze has a 
very interesting effect. The small, 
white flowers are not always con- 
spicuous, but are noted for their fra- 
grance. They are soon succeeded by 
small cones and red fruits. The latter 
are attractive, although they are not 
nearly so showy as those found on 
the southern magnolia. 

The tree is interesting in its form, 
for it is often found with a multiple 
trunk or with numerous suckers

upright oval form. The native habi- 
tat is moist or swampy areas, but the 
sweet bay magnolia does well under 
normal garden conditions and is ex. 
cellent as an individual specimen or 
for screening work. It is used ex. 
tensively farther north as an orna- 
mental plant, even around large 
buildings. 

Within this species also there js 
considerable variation, some trees be- 
ing more _ persistent-leaved than 
others when used in northern areas, 
There are variations in the size and 
type of foliage and in the habit of 
growth. It is interesting to mention 
here that there have been crosses 
made of M. virginiana and M. 
grandiflora. There are specimen 
plants of these hybrids at the Na- 
tional Arboretum, Washington. 
D. C., that show characteristics of 
both their parents. These should be 
of interest for the growers in the 
north, because it is possible that they 
will have increased hardiness over 
the southern magnolia. 

Other Magnolias 

There are other native magnolias 
growing in the south; however, I 
think that only two could be widely 
used in landscape work. Others are 
mainly of interest for their large 
leaves, such as M. tripetala and M. 
macrophylla. Magnolia acuminata, 
cucumber tree, however, and Mag- 
nolia cordata, the yellow cucumber 
tree, are trees that would serve as 
large specimen plants in landscape 
work. 

Bearing deciduous leaves of medi- 
um size (to six inches), both of these 
plants require soils that are well 
drained and rich in organic matter 
and both are attractive during their 
flowering season. Unfortunately, the 
flowers are only borne during a short 
period in the spring, and the trees 
have only their attractive green foli- 
age to offer during the rest of the 
summer. 

It would be well to mention the 
banana shrub, Michelia fuscata, 
which is often found in old gardens 
in the south. This plant, a native of 
China, was at one time listed as a 
magnolia and has many character- 
istics of the magnolias, but bears 
axillary rather than terminal flowers 
and exhibits other technical differ- 
ences. It is a much smaller tree, often 
considered as a large shrub, but 
specimens have been known to reach 
20 feet or more in height. 

This plant is usually dense and 
rounded in form, and the medium- 
size evergreen foliage is highly at- 
tractive. The small, creamy-brown

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Fall Retail Reports Show Steady Sales 


The predominant statement about 
fall sales in this year’s reports from 
landscape nurserymen indicates repe- 
tition of 1956 levels, which repre- 
sented good business. Long Island 
and Illinois provide slightly brighter 
pictures for 1957. In some areas, 
while retail sales held up or in- 
creased, planting work dropped; else- 
where the reverse conditions held. 
Retail store sales appear to be lower, 
in general. 

In the east, business held steady 
with the established firms and was 
spotty with the roadside stands, 
while in the west, one report indi- 
cated a shift to chain outlets and a 
drop in custom landscape work. To 
hold or increase sales called for hard- 
er efforts, it is pointed out in several 
instances. 

The importance of fall trade is 
perhaps more clearly felt, partly to 
offset short or unfavorable spring 
planting seasons, partly because it 
offers chance to sell more profitable 
stock. Where it is said to be 40 per 
cent of a year’s business, in Ken- 
tucky, a 50 per cent balance is wished 
for. In Nebraska, however, fall plant- 
ings, except by the firm’s own crews, 
are not viewed as too satisfactory. 

Quality stock, it is suggested, has 
the chief demand, and the supply of 
specimen planting stock is not con- 
sidered large. The east bought con- 
siderable stock from other areas this 
year, because of unfavorable grow- 
ing conditions on the coast last sea- 
son. Growing and digging conditions 
seem to have been widely favorable 
this season. 

Increasing appreciation of Christ- 
mas potentials in the retail stores is 
apparent, to keep labor employed 
and to bolster off-season sales. Col- 
lections are noted as satisfactory 
and there are no complaints on labor 
supplies. Bookings for spring are 
normal and give over-all optimism. 


Connecticut Has “Good” Fall 


“We have had a good fall,” writes 
Wellington Kennedy, Kennedy 
Nursery, Greenwich, Conn., adding: 
“At this time (November 25) we are 
the busiest we have been this year. 
The larger retail outlets in our sec- 
tion report fall business as good as or 
better than last year’s. 

“However, we hear talk of many 
who are not doing so well. The jit- 
tery stock market and a reduction 
in small-home construction have 
dampened some spirits. Cash-and- 
carry outlets seem to be hit the most. 
Firms with steady local trade and 
landscape departments seem to be 
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holding their sales. It might be men- 
tioned that some of those who are 
doing well are also doing more 
scratching.” 

Long Island Advances Noted 


Fall sales are ahead of last year’s, 
states L. S. MacRobbie, Oak Park 
Nurseries, Inc., East Patchogue, 
L. I., N. Y., in the following com- 
ments: “Fall sales have been good, 
but not up to our sales quota, which 
we set high for obvious reasons, but 
as of November 15 we are 15 per 
cent ahead of last year and 30 per 
cent ahead of an average of the past 
four years. With favorable conditions 
between now and the close of the 
year, we may push total fall sales 
to somewhere between 15 per cent 
and 30 per cent ahead of the past few 
years. This in part makes up for a 
disappointing spring season, due al- 
most entirely to the drought. 

“Late summer and fall weather 
has been as nearly ideal as possible, 
with plenty of rain, little lost time 
and no hurricanes! Labor has crea- 
ted no serious problems. Our garden 
center cleanup was good, and we 
have been working on our commer- 
cial Christmas decorations since 
about November 1. This phase of our 
work is doing for us just what we 
wanted, in that it is taking over 
where landscape work leaves off and 
helping us carry the payroll for the 
period. It is already well ahead of 
last year’s and promises to be very 
good. The outlook for spring is op- 
timistic, with good landscape stock 
still scarce and no alarming cutbacks 
in the better building field.” 


Pittsburgh Sales Unchanged 


“Our business is 80 per cent in 
private home work among well-to-do 
customers, and fall sales in 1957 
were just as good as in fall, 1956,” 
writes Stanley Leonard, Leonard & 
Leonard, Pittsburgh, Pa. He adds: 

“Our Dutch bulbs are almost 
gone. There was no snow in Pitts- 
burgh up to December 1, and then 
we cut our Dutch bulb order 20 per 
cent, so that we were able to do more 
shrub and evergreen planting. Fall 
business is only one third of spring 
business; we handle and plant Dutch 
bulbs to supply all our customers’ 
wants and to take up the slack of 
the fall season when we plant no 
azaleas and few rhododendrons.” 


Maryland Sales Keep Pace 


Sales are keeping pace with last 
year’s, reports E. Sam Hemming, 
Eastern Shore Nurseries, Inc., Eas- 


ton, Md. He adds: “Because of our 
long open season, fall business is 
quite important, and we usually 
plant until Christmas; so our season 
is not finished. Business has kept 
pace with last year’s, and our unfin- 
ished orders seem to be a little better; 
in fact, we have enough orders on 
hand to keep us busy until the 
end of the year. We have been 
surprised that business has not 
fallen off, for two reasons. The 
farmers were punished severely 
by the drought last summer, and the 
stock market jitters bother some of 
our other customers. One farmer told 
me that his gross from a corn crop 
last year was $19,000; this year it 
was $3,000.” 


Kentucky Sales Increasing 


“Our fall business was about the 
same as last year’s, with wholesale 
business up slightly and landscape 
work down proportionately,” writes 
Louis D. Hillenmeyer, Hillenmeyet 
Nurseries, Lexington, Ky. He con- 
tinues: 

“We credit the increase in our 
wholesale business to the unsatisfac- 
tory growing conditions in the east, 
which created an active demand for 
stock here, and believe the loss in 
landscape business was due to ou 
shortage of landscape salesmen. 

“Our fall business seems to be in- 
creasing each year and it is now 
about 40 per cent of our total sales. 
We should like to build it up to 50 
per cent, for many reasons which are 
quite apparent. 

“We have built several low flat 
trailers on which we place wholesale 
B&B orders as they are dug. The 
material is then loaded directly on 
an outgoing truck, thereby saving 
rehandling. It has saved time and 
is better for the stock. 

“We have had ample rain, and 
the labor situation is reasonably sat- 
isfactory. We look for good spring 
business despite general conditions.” 


Michigan Season Successful 


“Business for the year 1957 has , 
been slightly better than in 1956, 
even though fall sales have shown 
a downward trend,” reports John S. 
Stark, Stark Nursery, Midland, 
Mich., continuing as follows: 

“It is our observation that net 
profits are going to be down, due to 
higher operating costs, but the final 
analysis has yet to be determined. 

“Our autumn business is about 30 
per cent of our gross, but it is diffi- 
cult to determine when autumn busi-

The same is true of other tree spe- 
cies. Nevertheless, I shall attempt to 
cast a little light on the study. 


Black Oak 


The black (or yellow-bark) oak, 
Quercus velutina, occurs in such a 
wide range of soil types and condi- 
tions that it may cause one to be 
uncertain as to its identification. It 
may be in an area near water, or 
on the highest ground. The soil may 
be rich and deep, or it may be quite 
thin and devoid of organic matter. 
So one cannot pinpoint its location, 
as can be done with some trees. 

The black oak does reasonably 
well when growing where the soils 
are of a sandy nature and the water 
table is low. It is difficult to find 
the tree in the nursery trade and 
one must take advantage of it as it 
exists if it is to become a part of a 
tree-planted community. Illustration 
A shows a section of the trunk of 
a black oak about 26 inches in diam- 
eter. The bark is dark gray, almost 
black, but has broken into chunks. 
There are no long continuous ridges 
of bark such as characterize the red 
oak (Quercus borealis) in illustra- 
tion B. One can also observe in this 
red oak, of a 24-inch diameter, that 
there is evidence of vertical striping. 
The ridges (vertical stripes) are a 
very light gray, while the trough and 
remainder of the bark are dark gray. 
The black oak bark is all of one 
tone of gray, without long vertical 
ridges. Bark should be judged about 
four to five feet above the ground 
level. 

Red oaks that reach 36 inches or 
more in diameter usually have bark 
that breaks up into chunks. In this 


‘case it is better to check the upper 


branches that vary from 20 to 30 
inches in diameter for the character- 
istic striped effect.

black oak. 
Chestnut Oak 


The chestnut oak (Quercus mon- 
tana), shown in illustration C, has 
an extremely rugged bark the 
coarsest of the oak barks found in 
the northern states. The vertical 
ridges become chunks, as may be 
seen in this illustration which pic- 
tures a tree of 16 to 18 inches in 
diameter. The bark of the older trees 
is just as rugged in appearance. The 
chestnut oak is an upland tree, but 
it may also be found on the banks 
of the lower Hudson river and south- 
ward along the Appalachian hills to 
Alabama. Its range also extends 
northward and westward. 

The red oak is the most northerly 
of the trio, being found as far north 
as Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and 
Quebec, but its range does not ex- 
tend so far south as that of either 
the black or chestnut oaks. 

Black oak leaves (illustration D) 
are glossier than those of the red 
oak (illustration E). This is true not 
only of the upper surfaces but also 
of the undersides. The black oak has 
a noticeable orange-brown fuzziness 
along the petioles, on the lower 
veins and on the tips of stems. The 
buds are similarly coated. The red 
oak is relatively clean in compari- 
son and is not likely to be confused 
with either of the others. The black 
oak leaves often have right-angled 
lobes that are narrower and sinuses 
that are broader than those shown 
in illustration D, while the red oak 
leaves tend to be more consistent. 
The leaves of the chestnut oak, 
shown in illustration F, are quite 
different from the oak leaves depict- 
ed in illustrations D and E. 

Identifying trees by their bark and

marking them for removal or re- 
tention can be an interesting expe- 
rience, as long as one gets off on 
the right track. That right track 
should be pointed out by someone 
who has had woodland experience, 
whether he be an arborist, a foreste: 
or an old-timer who has spent many 
years collecting information that can 
be obtained only verbally. 

At this Christmas time, I wish to 
express my appreciation to the peo- 
ple who have been so helpful to me 
in securing plant specimens or land- 
scape examples for the photographs 
appearing in these articles over the 
past few years.

CHRISTMAS TREE MARKET 


Figures indicating the great pro- 
portions of the Christmas tree mar- 
ket in America were recently re- 
leased by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. In 1955, the 
last year for which complete figures 
are available, more than 35,000,000 
Christmas trees were sold through 
the country. Sales in the northeast 
and middle Atlantic states totaled 
4,832,000. The report also showed 
that species preferred by Christmas 
shoppers were Douglas fir, balsam 
fir, eastern red cedar, black spruce 
and Scotch pine.

Developing Virus-Free Strawberry Stock 


Virus diseases of strawberries have 
been among the most challenging of 
all crop-reducing hazards that have 
confronted plant disease specialists, 
nurserymen and fruit growers. 

Nevertheless, the ingenuity of fed- 
eral and state plant disease research- 
ers, aided by the enlightened and ac- 
tive self-interest of nurserymen who 
are equipped to collaborate helpfully, 
has enabled the nursery industry in 
general to provide growers with mil- 
lions of certified virus-free strawberry 
plants. 

Commercial acreages of such 
virus-free plants have already dem- 
onstrated from 70 per cent increases 
in fruit production to doubled and 
even trebled yields, compared with 
the yields from acreages of common 
stock growing in the same vicinity. 

These accomplishments are the 
more notable in view of the insidious 
nature of virus diseases in general 
and of strawberry viruses in partic- 
ular. 


Virus Difficult to Detect 


In the first place, the only stand- 
ard varieties of strawberry that con- 
sistently show visible symptoms of 
strawberry virus when they are in- 
fected are Marshall and Catskill; 
other varieties may show nothing but 
loss of vigor and a discouraging ina- 
bility to produce berries. This con- 
dition is easily mistaken as merely an 
indication of undernourishment. 

However, some strains or types of 
virus may indeed cause a yellowing 
of foliage, or a mixed coloration or 
a crinkling, rolling or curling of

leaves, especially in more sensitive 
species like Fragaria vesca, the wild 
strawberry species discussed later. 
These symptoms have given rise to 
such popular terms as yellows, mo- 
saic and crinkle in reference to virus 
diseases. 

The infective principle of straw- 
berry virus—as of other plant viruses 
—resides within the plant’s conduc- 
tive system and is thus not subject 
to destruction by surface sprays, such 
as those which are effective against 
fungus diseases. 

A virus disease may be transmitted 
through any agency that causes vi- 
rus-laden juices from an _ infected 
plant to gain access into a healthy 





plant through a tissue breakage of 
any kind. 
Spread by Aphis 

Virus infection of strawberry 
plants is accomplished mostly 
through the hypodermic-like beaks 
or nourishment - gathering mouth 
parts of the common strawberry 
aphis (Capitophorus fragaefolii) and 
some other aphis, tiny insects that 
feed on healthy and diseased plants 
indiscriminately. 

The spread of virus by these suck- 
ing insects explains the importance 
of contact insecticides and fumigants 
in the process of developing and

Propagation 


The double form of the flowering 
almond is still commonly propagated 
by budding or grafting on plum 
stock, which is a most unsatisfac- 
tory practice. The plum stock is too 
strong in growth and not fully com- 
patible. The result is a short-lived 
plant which soon develops dead 
branches, while the plum stock suck- 
ers profusely. 


When I first came to Montreal I 
observed in numerous places old low 
shrubs of Prunus triloba multiplex 
of graceful natural shape, which 
never suffered injury in the hardest 
winters and which flowered profusely 
every year. They puzzled me greatly, 
because there was no sign of stock 
suckering around them, a circum- 
stance that indicated they were on 
their own roots. Where did they 
come from? Later I learned that my 
good friend, the landscape architect 
Ormiston Roy, had imported these 
plants of the flowering almond for 
a number of years prior to World 
War II from France, where a nurs- 
eryman was raising them in quan- 
tity from cuttings for the purpose 
of forcing. Mr. Roy had bought up 
all that was left after the best plants 
had been selected for forcing. They 
usually were irregular in shape, but 
with sharp pruning they developed 
into excellent specimens when plant- 
ed out. 


Propagating Method 


Since these plants on their own 
roots had shown themselves so hardy 
and long-lived, the Montreal Botan- 
ical Garden started to experiment 
with the rooting of cuttings of Pru- 
nus triloba multiplex, but soon dis- 
covered that cuttings taken from 
field-grown plants were unsatisfac- 
tory. The cuttings rooted rather 
slowly and, though the rooting per- 
centage was over 50 per cent, they 
were still so immature by fall that 
most of them died during the first 
winter. Much better results were ob- 
tained by taking cuttings from 3 or 
4-year-old plants potted up in fall 
and brought into the greenhouse in 
January when they were gently 
forced. If the flower buds were re- 
moved as soon as they appeared, 
the shoots developed more quickly 
as well as in greater quantity, and 
these shoots, being softer than those 
produced outdoors, rooted more 
readily as well as more quickly. Such 
cuttings rooted within eight weeks,

so that they were ready for potting 
in early June. By fall they were 
fully matured and no appreciable 
losses occurred during the first win- 
ter when they were kept in a cold- 
frame. Such rooted cuttings are 
ready for spring planting in the field 
after their first winter and if pinched 
once in June they branch out, and 
most of them reach salable size by 
the fall of the same year. 

At the Montreal Botanical Gar- 
den we take the cuttings when they 
are from five to eight inches long, 
severing them from the branch with 
a small heel. The lower leaves as 
well as the growing tip are removed, 
and the base of the cutting is dipped 
into rooting hormone powder, the 
surplus powder being removed by 
tapping the cutting a few times with 
the finger. Perlite of the grade called 
concrete aggregate (with the grains 
1 to 2 mm. in diameter) is used as 
a rooting medium. Since this mate- 
rial is alkaline, it is first soaked with 
water which, through the addition 
of phosphoric acid, has been acidi- 
fied to pH 5. Even after the cuttings 
have been inserted, the perlite is wet 
once a week with the acidified water. 
We have found it advantageous fur- 
thermore to spray the cuttings once 


a week with Ra-Pid-Gro. 
Use of Mist 


Unfortunately, our climatic con- 
ditions, which include a late spring, 
force us to root such early cuttings 
in a propagating case in the green- 
house. Mist cannot be used at that 
time because the water is too cold. 
In regions with an early, warm 
spring, propagation under mist in 
an open pit greenhouse is much 
more satisfactory. We have found 
that best results are obtained if the 
mist is regulated with a timer to 
spray for 15 seconds in every minute. 
With mist treatment also it is ad- 
vantageous to apply phosphoric acid 
and Ra-Pid-Gro as outlined previ- 
ously. In regions where fall is long 
and warm, while the winter is mild, 
very early spring propagation will 
be less important, but it is still nec- 
essary to keep in mind that cuttings 
from forced plants root more read- 
ily and more quickly than those 
taken from field-grown plants. 


Even under the most favorable 
conditions it will be somewhat more 
expensive to grow the flowering al- 
mond from cuttings than through 


summer budding. However, the ad- 
vantage of having plants on their 
own roots is so great in this case 
that such plants should readily com- 
mand a higher price. 


Best Budding Practice 


This much is certain: No matter 
what is the attitude of the nursery- 
men or of the buying public, budding 
of the flowering almond on plum 
stock should be discontinued entirely. 
Equally quick and much more satis- 
factory results are obtained by bud- 
ding on 1-year-old seedlings of Pru- 
nus tomentosa at the end of July. 
Two to four buds are inserted close 
to the ground to obtain a shrubby 
plant. If the young shoots are 
pinched once in June of the follow- 
ing year, they branch well, and the 
plant is salable in the fall of the 
year after budding. 

For standards, only one bud should 
be inserted or, if two are used for 
safety’s sake, one must be cut out 
in spring when both succeed. The 
one shoot then is trained up as a 
stem and will grow three to five 
feet high during the first year. Dur- 
ing the second year it is topped to 
form a crown by pinching out the 
terminal tip. This results in the pro- 
duction of branches all along the 
stem, only the uppermost of these 
being allowed to develop. 

Stock used for either a shrub or 
a standard is cut off in spring as 
soon as the buds of Prunus triloba 
start to grow, and only a 6-inch 
stub is left above the buds. This 
stub is removed in June when the 
young shoots of Prunus triloba are 
well developed. 

The union between P. tomentosa 
ad P. triloba appears to be long 
lived, and there is no die-back of 
branches such as happens on plum 
stock. It has been our experience 
that standards with Prunus triloba 
stems give better results than those 
with P. tomentosa stems budded 
with P. triloba at crown level. Nor 
is any time lost in the former meth- 
od, because the seedlings of P. to- 
mentosa have to be 2 years old to 
provide a stem four feet high for 
a crown of P. triloba.

A Busman’s Holiday 


Part VI. Touring Oregon

Monday morning, September 16, 
I drove to the Oregon State College 
campus to renew my acquaintance 
with Prof. R. Ralph Clark, exten- 
sion horticulturist. Professor Clark 
and his wife visited the east a few 
years ago. 

Professor Clark’s office is located 
in the new Agriculture building, 
which was in the process of comple- 
tion. A former Penn State associate, 
Larry Blaney, is also on the horticul- 
tural staff, and I had an opportu- 
nity to talk with him for about half 
an hour. 

The Clarks insisted that we stay 
at their beautifully landscaped home 
for the remainder of our visit in the 
Corvallis area. Naturally, we accept- 
ed. We were invited to take a trip 
to the northern section of Oregon 
and first of all visited the Peavy Ar- 
boretum. 

Peavy Arboretum 

Seven miles north of Corvallis is 
the George W. Peavy Arboretum. 
At the entrance are two large ma- 
ples. It is said that these were sprouts 
from fence posts set there in 1875. 
The arboretum is a memorial to the 
late George W. Peavy, who was the 
first professor of forestry at Oregon 
State College. One of the landmarks 
of the arboretum is the Peavy cabin. 

The Peavy Arboretum has more 
than 100 species of trees planted on 
the 181 acres of land. The Oregon 
forest nursery, also located in this 
area, serves as a training center not 
only for state forestry department 
personnel but for the Oregon state 
forestry students. This nursery pro- 
duces many of the seedlings which 


are used for reforestation work and 
are supplied by the state of Oregon 
to farmers for use as windbreak 
plantings. 

Although there are a few fir trees 
over 250 years old, most of the area 
in the McDonald forest, where the 
nursery and arboretum are located, 
is a relatively new forest area. Oak 
trees originally were in the area 
prior to this time, before the fir 
stands developed. The McDonald 
forest surrounds the arboretum, 
which was dedicated in 1926. The 
forest was named for the donor of 
the land, Mrs. Mary J. L. McDon- 
ald. This entire area is not only a 
familiar hiking ground for students 
of the college, but is also open to 
the general public. 

Lake Cronemiller provides the 
water supply for irrigation of the 
state nursery land and the Peavy 
Arboretum. 

Sea and Land Resources 

We journeyed west through To- 
ledo, *where the Georgia Pacific 
Lumber Club is located, on Route 
20, to Newport, which is an all-year- 
round resort on picturesque Yaquina 
bay. This town is renowned for its 
Newport crabs. Large canneries are 
also located on the bay front. Clam 
digging is a popular diversion in this 
area. We continued through Ag- 
ate beach, where many folks were 
hunting sea agates along the placid 
shore line, up to Depoe bay, where 
each year floral bouquets are placed 
upon rafts and directed out to the 
ocean in memory of the many fish- 
ermen who have made the supreme 
sacrifice in order to assist fellow fish-

ermen in distress during ocean 
storms. 

Off shore, many sailing and fish- 
ing boats were visible in spite of the 
rough surf. We continued to the 
Surf Club at Ocean Lake for a 
tempting Pacific oyster dinner. 

Tuesday morning, after an early 
breakfast, Professor Clark, his wife, 
my wife and I started our second 
day, traveling north to Salem. There 
are 13 processing plants near Salem. 

Among the outstanding raspber- 
ries which are grown are the Wash- 
ington, Willamette and Canby var- 
ities; the outstanding blackberry var- 
ities are the Thornless Evergreen, 
Chehalem (an Oregon State College 
introduction) and a new variety 
named Merion. 

An average of two and one-half 
tons of strawberries per acre are pro- 
duced in Oregon. Many growers, 
however, are in the Five-Ton Club, 
receiving 14 to 15 cents a pound for 
their berries. 

Holly Farms 


Continuing through Oregon City 
to Milwaukie, one finds the famous 
Brownell Holly Farms, which were 
established in 1910. Many varieties 
of hollies of the world are to be 
found in the Brownell Arboretum. 
Evergreen and deciduous types have 
been located in a geographical ar- 
rangement for observation, not only 
by local inhabitants, but by out-ol- 
state visitors. One unusual item fea- 
tured by the Brownells is a /2-pound 
tube of holly honey, an unusual gift 
for the holiday season. 

Moving on to Gresham, another 
large holly area, we observed Strong’s 
Holly Farm. 

We then went into the fascinating

Carpinus Betulus Fastigiata 


The pyramidal European horn- 
beam, Carpinus betulus fastigiata, is 
a narrow, pyramidal tree, as the 
scientific name indicates, and it is 
a good rugged tree if one is looking 
for something of this particular form 
and habit. There are about seven 
forms of this hornbeam, but this is 
about the most widely grown in the 
nursery trade. It does not always 
remain as narrow as the specimen 
in the cover illustration, because 
after many years (thirty or more 
the width becomes greater, and a 
billowy effect usually results. This 
variety has also been listed as Car- 
pinus betulus pyramidalis. 

The leaves and other botanical 
characteristics are similar to those 
of the species. 

There are other varieties of the 
European hornbeam. One that re- 
sembles the subject of these notes 
is the columnar form, which is of a 
narrower nature. The two are often 
mixed, because the difference is not 
great; they often become conspicu- 
ously different only when the plants 
become older. There are a weeping 
form, Carpinus betulus pendula, and 
a purple-leaved variety, Carpinus b. 
purpurea, on which the foliage is 
purplish when the new leaves first 
appear, but tends to revert to more 
of a green shade during the season. 
A rather interesting variety is the 
oak-leaved, or cut-leaved, European 
hornbeam, C. b. quercifolia or C. b. 
incisa; whose leaves are smaller and 
deeply lobed, with coarsely serrated 
margins. 

This tree makes an excellent hedge, 
as the form would indicate, but for 
this use is rather expensive for the 
average homeowner. When this car- 
pinus is combined with the European 
or American beech in a hedge, the 
result is pleasing, because of the 
contrast of leaf sizes and intensities 
of green. Mixing such plants is not 
a new custom, having been practiced 
years ago in England with good re- 
sults. 

If the plants are to be used as sin- 
gle specimens, then, in time, it may 
be advisable to tie in the branches 
so as to retain the narrow, pyrami- 
dal appearance. This is a chore 
which some people object to doing- 
but it helps if this is the form desired. 

As an older tree it is not easily 
handled and should be planted for 
permanency in the first operation. 
It is a slow grower, which adds to 
its cost, and plants are usually at

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least 5 years old before they are 
large enough to attract the public. 
A short trunk or multiple-stemmed 
effect is typical of the pyramidal 
hornbeam, which qualifies it even 
more for hedge making. 

The bark of this variety, or any 
form of the European hornbeam, is 
ribbed or fluted, but of a much 
duller gray than the American horn- 
beam, Carpinus caroliniana. The 
American form has the shinier and 
more interesting bark, but the tree 
is probably not so long-lived. It is 
worth considering, however.

ATLAS DENIES CHARGES 


Atlas Rose Farms, Inc., Brooklyn, 
N. Y., has denied federal trade com- 
mission charges that it misrepresents 
the origin, quality, variety and color 
of the rosebushes it buys from others 
and sells by mail order to retail flo- 
rists and directly to the public. In its 
complaint, issued September 27, the 
commission alleged that the com- 
pany’s newspaper advertising and 
packages contain false statements 
and do not disclose material facts 
concerning the bushes. 

Atlas denies these bushes are not 
strong and vigorous or that all have 
been used for two or three years in 
commercial production of cut flow- 


ers. The company contends it did 
not represent them as being first- 
grade plants. Denying the charge 


that each bush is not inspected or 
subjected to any test, the company 
asserts the bushes are inspected and 
certified as to each individual one 
comprising the lot. 

Atlas denies the 


word “Farms” 


in its trade name misrepresents it 
maintains a farm on which the 
bushes are grown. Denying intent 


to mislead, the company declares this 
word was included at the time of 
incorporation because “it was the 
intention of the parties to purchase 
a farm.” Among other things, the 
firm denies that flower illustrations 
and text on its labels are not indica- 
tive of the variety or color of the 
blooms which are produced by the 
bushes. 

Joining in the answer are two com- 
pany officers, Lee Atlas and Elias 
Abolafia. In a_ separate answer, 
Robert Abolafia, another officer, al- 
leges he is inactive in the company’s 
affairs. Atlas’ answer also asserts he 
did not participate in the alleged un- 
fair practices. All parties ask that 
the complaint be dismissed.

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Beginning in the Nursery Business 


Chapter 3. Landscape Nurseries 


For the purpose of this discussion, 
a landscape nursery can be defined 
as a business that derives the major 
portion of its income from landscape 
jobs. It is a distinct type of business, 
although it is often carried on in con- 
nection with other nursery opera- 
tions. 

If you decide that the landscape 
business is what you prefer, your 
next move will be to decide on a lo- 
cation. Like the cash-and-carry nurs- 
ery and the garden center, the land- 
scape nursery, to be successful, 
should be located near a fairly large 
center of population. Choose a city 
with a high percentage of home- 
owners apartment dwellers and 
renters are not your customers. Small 
cities probably have a higher per- 
centage of homeowners than do larg- 
er cities, but there are not enough of 
them to support a lively landscape 
business. However, a location in a 
small town that has a number of 
other towns or a large city nearby 
might well prove successful. 

Location 


Location of your landscape nurs- 
ery on a trafficway or busy highway 
is desirable but not essential, since, in 
most cases, you will go to the cus- 
tomer in order to make vour con- 
tacts. A large amount of business will 
be done by telephone. Some of your 
customers may never see your place 
of business, and it is not essential 
that they should. The landscape cus- 
tomer, unlike the cash-and-carry 
buyer, is looking primarily for serv- 
ice. He wants you to study his prob- 
lem, make recommendations and 
carry them into effect. This means 
that you will have to visit his home 
or place of business. 

Be sure that you have plenty of 
room for present and future needs. 
In addition to office facilities, you 
should have adequate housing for 
your equipment, such as cars, trucks, 
tree movers and small tools. If you 
pian to grow some of your own nurs- 
ery stock, you will need still more 
land. Land in and adjacent to the 
corporate limits of cities is likely to 
be high-priced. There is no objection 
to going farther out into the country 
to choose a location that will require 
a smaller initial investment. 

An ideal arrangement, while you 
are getting started in your landscape 
business, would be to buy or rent a 
small, improved acreage outside the

city, live on the place and have you: 
office in the house. In this manne 
you can get a start in the nursery 
business with the smallest possible 
initial investment. After you have 
sold a number of landscape jobs you 
can buy the nursery stock necessary 
to execute them. Gradually you can 
accumulate a modest capital, which 
will enable you to acquire the equip- 
ment essential for doing first-class 
landscape work. Many landscape 
nurserymen have made their entry 
into the business in this fashion. 

If you rent land and plan to grow 
some of your own stock, your lease 
should be for not less than five years, 
and it would be a good idea to ar- 
range for an option to renew the 
lease or to buy at the expiration of 
the lease. Moving a nursery is a big, 
expensive, unsatisfactory job, es- 
pecially if done on short notice. 


Your Own Landscaping 


As a landscape nurseryman you 
should practice what you preach. 


Landscape your grounds to the very 
best of your ability. Shoddy, un- 
kempt, poorly planted grounds make 
a bad impression on customers. On 
the other hand, by doing a good job 
of planting, you can demonstrate 
your ability as a designer. Give spe- 
cial consideration to the arrange- 
ment about your office or home, be- 
cause that is what the customer is 
most likely to see and remember. 

Whatever part of your grounds 
you landscape will constitute your 
display. This is the show window of 
your business and one of your best 
advertisements. This area can be as 
extensive as you wish to make it and 
can include demonstration plantings 
of various types, such as formal and 
informal gardens, rose gardens, per- 
ennial gardens, etc. 

The landscape nurseryman natu- 
rally is tempted to make his demon- 
stration plantings as elaborate as pos- 
sible. There is no objection to this 
plan, but be sure the landscaping 
does not become a burden to you.

Such plantings are expensive to put 
in and more expensive to maintain. 
I have seen a number of lavishly 
planted landscape nurseries that 
were, at first, truly impressive, but 
after a few years the burden of 
maintaining them became too great. 
The grounds became neglected and 
overgrown, and the impression on 
the public was less favorable than 
if no attempt at landscaping had 
been made. 

Make it easy for your prospective 
client to find you. Do not assume 
that he knows you or your location. 
Advertise in the classified section of 
the telephone directory, giving your 
exact location, with directions for 
reaching it. Put up signs along the 
highway for guidance and make 
them neat and dignified. Erect a 
sign at the entrance to your grounds, 
so that the prospect will know he has 
arrived, and then guide him with 
further signs to your office. 

There is a perennial argument be- 
tween landscape architects and nurs- 
erymen. The landscape architects 
claim that nurserymen are not quali- 
fied to design landscapes and prepare 
plantings plans; the nurseryman 
maintains that landscape architects 
are not realistic enough, specifying 
plants that are not adapted to the 
location or are unavailable. To have 
landscape plans drawn by a well- 
trained professional landscape archi- 
tect and executed by a skillful, ex- 
perienced landscape gardener might 
be the ideal arrangement, but that 
would leave most of the public with- 
out any landscape service at all. 
Only a small percentage of home- 
owners can afford, or feel they can 
afford, the expense of hiring profes- 
sional landscape architects and gar- 
deners. 

We need not, in this discussion, 
concern ourselves with the merits of 
these arguments. Your job will be 
to give the customer the best service 
you can. If you feel that your client 
is well able to pay for professional 
landscape service, perhaps you will 
want to advise him to employ such 
service. Your part will be to carry 
out the plans after they have been 
prepared. As a matter of fact, many 
nurseries employ landscape archi- 
tects. 


Landscape Courses 


Make a conscientious effort to pre- 
pare yourself to give skillful land- 
scape service. The best way to do 
this is to take a course in landscape 
design in some accredited college or 
university. Such courses are offered 
under various names, depending 


upon the institution at which they 
are given. Landscape architecture,

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landscape gardening, landscape ce- 
sign and ornamental horticulture are 
a few of the names used. These 
courses vary a great deal in their 
content and emphasis. Some of them 
place the greatest stress on design 
and are intended primarily for those 
who plan to become professional 
landscape architects. Others stress 
the practical phases of landscape de- 
velopment. Still others attempt to 
give the student a_ well-balanced 
training in design, plant materials 
and the practical phases of the art. 
This last type of instruction is the 
best for one who plans to become a 
landscape nurseryman. 

If you are not fortunate enough 
to be able to study the subject in 
college, there are satisfactory cor- 
respondence courses in landscape 
gardening offered by several com- 
mercial organizations. As is the case 
with any other course of study, you 
will get out of these correspondence 
courses only what you put into them. 

Always keep in mind that, first of 
all, you must become familiar with 
the trees, shrubs and plants that are 
the real pigments in a_ landscape 
picture. Visit nurseries as often as 
you can in order to become well 
acquainted with the many plant va- 
rieties and then study good land- 
scape plantings to see how these va- 
rieties are used most effectively. 


Plant Knowledge Essential 


No matter how proficient you may 
become in design, that facility will 
be useless unless you know what 
plants te use in carrying out your de- 
signs. A landscape architect who is 
unfamiliar with plants is like a 
painter who is color-blind. The land- 
scape picture, unlike the oil paint- 
ing, is constantly changing. If it is 
to be pleasing at all seasons, the ap- 
pearance of the plant pigments at 
various times of the year must be 
taken into consideration. 

Not only must the landscape 
architect know the color and tex- 
ture of his plants, just as a painter 
must know the color and texture of 
his paints, but he also must know 
much more. Anyone who would cre- 
ate a pleasing landscape picture 
should be familiar with the hardi- 
ness of the plants he specifies, their 
ability to grow in shade or sun, the 
ultimate height to which they grow, 
the texture of their foliage, their 
appearance in the different seasons 
and any other qualities that they 
possess. 

A certain federal department that 
handles the landscaping of many 
public buildings has not learned this 
simple principle, much to the dis- 
may of the nurserymen who attempt

to carry out the department's land- 
scape plans. It goes against the grain 
of a conscientious nurseryman to 
plant a taxus on the hot, dry prairies 
of the southwest or a lagerstroemia 
in the northermost states. He knows 
that neither plant can survive more 
than a season or two. 


Homeowners Best Customers 


You can have a wide variety of 
customers in the landscape business. 
Homeowners usually constitute the 
most important group to the averag¢ 





landscape nurseryman. Owners of 
new homes are your best prospects, 
because the idea that a home is not 
complete until planted has been well 
publicized. The federal government 
recognizes this fact, too, by permit- 
ting the use of a small percentage of 
federal home loans to be used for 
landscaping. The millions of new 
homes that have been built since 
World War II have proved a bonanza 
to landscape nurserymen. There is 
reason to believe that such building 
will continue for many years into 


the future to house the rapidly in- 
creasing population. 

With this surge of building, how- 
ever, a practice detrimental to land- 
scape nurserymen and unjust to the 
homeowner has sprung up in all 
parts of the country. The builder of 
a group of homes will contract, at a 
low figure, to have a few cheap ever- 
greens and shrubs planted promis- 
cuously across the front of the 
houses. Such plantings usually are 
inadequate, inappropriate and disap-

Reflections on the Problems of Nurserymen 


By E. Sam Hemming 








KEEPING GOOD WILL 

The present slightly altered eco- 
nomic outlook has materially affect- 
ed the policies of some businesses, 
and this is a mistake. Several inci- 
dents, while minor in their impor- 
tance, indicate this and, as usual with 
Americans, the attitude might be 
carried to an extreme. 

It is obvious that many firms are 
being much stricter with their ac- 
counts: this approach is all right if 
carried out properly, but can also 
lose valued business. We had pur- 
chased fertilizer for many years from 
a certain firm; our relation with the 
salesman was so friendly and genial 
that we usually let him look at our 
supply and enter an order when- 
ever he thought the stock was get- 
ting low. Naturally, we were sur- 
prised when his attitude changed 
and he came in and expressly asked 
for the money due. It turned out 
that although the account was only 
23 days old, it appeared to be 90 
days old because of a clerical error 
in the supplier’s office. While we 
have continued to do business with 
the same salesman, it is difficult to 
feel the same friendliness. 


Small Purchase 


Another case, although perhaps 
our fault, is certainly indicative of 
the poor approach of which I speak. 
We made a small purchase for $1.57 
at a local hardware store where we 
had a charge account. When the 
bill was received it was set aside, as 
we assumed we would make other 
purchases soon. When the account 
was 90 days old we received a typed, 
personally signed letter, asking pay- 
ment. All we could do was send a 
check with an apology. 

A third incident showed the at- 
titude behind all this. A salesman 
from whom we purchase paper and 
twine and with whom we have had 
pleasant relations came into the of- 
fice. We did not need any of his 
supplies at the time, but during our 
talk, I offered him a check for his 
current account. Not only was he 
pleased, but he confessed that his 
employer had stated it was more im- 
portant for salesmen to bring_ in 
checks for unpaid accounts than to 
bring in orders. In this case, he 
would not have asked for the sum 
due, but he was much happier with 


a check than he would have been 
with an order. 

It is true that our local farmers 
have suffered economically as an 
effect of the drought and that na- 
tionally the stock market is weak, 
but most businesses are going along 
at a steady rate. Before writing this 
article (November 13) I examined 
our books to see how we were doing. 
Our total to date is almost identical 
with the figure on the same date 
last year, and, if anything, our un- 
finished orders are a little greater. 

I suppose some weak businesses 
will be a little more susceptible to 
difficulties, but for the rest, certain- 
ly, the proper answer is to use com- 
mon sense, or one may lose more 
customers than accounts. 





FEEDING PLANTS 
One of my contentions is that the 
unseasonable feeding of plants does 
not cause late growth in the fall or 
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too early growth in the spring. I: is 
the plant’s response to other dor- 


mancy factors which causes these 
growths. 
This summer we had a severe 


drought that ended with generous 
rains around Labor day. During 
the three previous months, plants 
made virtually no growth in the 
nursery. After the rains in Septem. 
ber and October, the plants made 
the greatest late fall growth I have 
ever seen. A number of my amateur 
gardener friends also noticed it and 
asked if it would not make the plants 
susceptible to freezing. 

Because of the drought there was 
no summer feeding this year but 
plants made their greatest amount 
of late growth. I think, though, we 
shall have good fortune in one di- 
rection. We did not have enough 
frost to kill all the leaves on the 
trees until November 10, and then 
the reading was only 32 degrees 
Fahrenheit. This should give the late 
growth time to harden. 

Another observation of mine about 
plant feeding is that the desire to 
use neutral or alkaline fertilizers on 
farm crops may be carried to ex- 
treme on trees and shrubs. Natu- 
rally we use acid fertilizers on ca- 
mellias, azaleas and other ericaceae. 
However, we are finding that it is

better to use acid fertilizers on many 
other plants, including broad-leaved 
evergreens, the oaks and the dog- 
woods. In addition, I have main- 
tained to my customers that most of 
them apply too much lime on their 
lawns. When we realize that our 
trees and shrubs are either part of 
the forest or the undercover where 
acid soil conditions prevail, we have 
a better perspective of the needs 
of many of the plants we grow.

Browallia 

A reader in the Cleveland, O., area 
writes as follows: “I have done well 
in growing and selling unusual an- 
nuals for bedding out during the 
past few years and wonder if browal- 
lia would not be a good item to add 
to my line. Could you give me a few 
ideas about handling it?” 

Experience and observation tell me 
that browallia could be made one of 
the neighborhood grower’s most 
profitable items. One reason for that 
statement is its ease of culture. Al- 
though only half-hardy, the plants 
can stand much abuse after they be- 
come established, doing well in soil 
too poor for most showy annuals. 
They are also amenable to culture in 
pots, where they will flower through- 
out most of the year if they are plant- 
ed at 2-month intervals. 

The first group should be started 
into growth about the middle of 
March, the seedlings being trans- 
planted into 3-inch pots as soon as 
they form their first true leaves. 
Hardened off gradually through late 
April and May, they will be ready 
to sell from mid-May into June. A 
part of this planting could be pinched 
back several times to retard blooming 
and make bushier plants for later 
sales. One might make another small 
planting about May |, handling the 
plants in the same manner, for the 
tardy gardeners who never know 
what they want until the season is 
well advanced. 

Good strains of any of the listed 
kinds will probably be satisfactory. 
Sapphire is about the best blue 
bedder that I know. It has a white 
eye and is also sometimes available 
in a pure white form, which is prob- 
ably the B. viscosa alba of botanists. 
All form of viscosa, with the excep- 
tion of nana, grow to about one foot 
at maturity. Another good white 
browallia is usually listed as B. elata 
alba, which, in turn, is the same as 
the B. americana alba of botanists. 
It reaches two feet in height with 
large, winged, white flowers in clus- 
ters over the usual long browallia 
blooming season. 

Veronica Filiformis 


In recommending Veronica fili- 
formis to the West Virginia reader 
who inquired about a spreading 
ground cover for use under a large 
planting of spring-flowering croc- 


uses, I must warn him—and others 

that it might conceivably become 
a nuisance if left unrestrained. De- 
spite the tendency to spread far and 
fast if it receives plenty of moisture, 
this speedwell can fill several gar- 
den roles, including that of ground 
cover in sun or part shade, to the 
gardener’s satisfaction. For instance, 
it is excellent as a carpet for larger 
bulbs, such as daffodils, as well as 
for crocuses and chionodoxas. 

The plant is shallow rooting, so 
that dry weather, if prolonged, kills 
it outright. Its stature of two inches, 
more or less, will neither interfere 
with the growth of its companions 
nor cover the tiniest of the bulbs. 
And its light herbage is not likely 
to smother any bulbous subject that 
the gardener has in his plantings. I 
would like it even if it never 
bloomed, but when it covers its car- 


pet of pale green leaves with a can- 
opy of small, light blue saucers at 
daffodil time and later, it makes a 
charming picture. It may be endless- 
ly multiplied by divisions of the mats 
or, even more rapidly, from cuttings 
at any season. 
Galium Verum 

A further use for the versatile Ga- 
lium verum came to light in my neg- 
lected garden during recent years. 
When my nursery was abandoned 
years ago, there were many small 
plants of this bedstraw growing in 
a frame adjoining a grass path. 
These plants grew over the low (2x4 
pieces) frame side and took root in 
the grassy area, where they have 
spread into a wide carpet and are 
mowed along with the surrounding 
grass (they have practically killed 
out the grass in their area). The

means of increase of improved forms, 
which often show up in a batch of 
seedlings. Every grower acquainted 
with the always interesting process 
of growing shooting stars from seeds 
knows that the results are quite un- 
predictable as to color and height 
of plant. When one is fortunate 
enough to come upon a seedling 
with greatly improved size and color 
of flower, root cuttings offer the best 
means of rapid increase. Such out- 
standing seedlings sometimes appear 
in plantings of the common eastern- 
er, Dodecatheon meadia, and, re- 
portedly, in stands of the plains and 
mountain species, D. pulchellum. 
The latter may also be found under 
the label of D. pauciflorum and D. 
vulgare. 

The root cuttings are taken just 
below the crown, and the whole root 
is used, not pieces of the root, such 
as are used in propagating hardy 
phlox and Oriental poppies. These 
whole roots are planted upright in 
a frame or in any other place where 
growing conditions are under the 
control of the operator. After plant- 
ing the roots in furrows and pres- 
sing the soil firmly around them, one 
should sift about a quarter of an 
inch of sand over the top and keep 
them well watered until growth 
commences. Shade should be pro- 
vided on hot days. 

Another question had to do with 
a plains and mountain species of 
several names, now correctly called 
D. pulchellum, but better known to 
us of the old school as D. pauciflo- 
rum—an utterly preposterous name 
for a plant of such free-flowering 
habit—and called D. vulgare in 
“Hortus Second.” I grew this plant 
years ago, and, according to my 
notes and memory, it could be 
broadly described as a purplish-red 
flower, though it varied not a little 
in its reddish color. 

That it varies even more than I 
thought is apparent from a recent 
letter from a South Dakota nursery- 
man and student of the plains flora 
in which he wrote in part as follows: 
“I am sending you a photograph of 
an albino form of D. pulchellum 
that I have been selling as White 
Comet. It is now in stock for next 
spring’s catalog, as well as Prairie 
Ruby, a brilliant, deep velvety-red 
selection. The normal color of the 
species I should call a light purple 
red to purple crimson. Pale colors, 
as in D. meadia, are practically ab- 
sent.” His letter tells me that the 
species holds promise in the hands 
of the careful grower. 

Another question, regarding D. 
alpinum, I can only answer by hear- 
say.

he knows about western shooting 
stars is likely to be largely conjec- 
ture, because the so-called species 
(I say “so-called” because the dif- 
ferences by which botanists have set 
them apart are not constant) are 
so badly confused by collectors that 
names mean little. What I read 
about D. alpinum amounts to this: 
It is said to be “a much diminished 
D. jeffreyi,” from the Cascades. And 
that tells me little, for D. jeffreyi 
is either quite variable in nature or 
collectors are not very careful about 
what they send out under that name. 
It is generally agreed, I think, that 
jeffreyi requires much moisture (it is 
spoken of as a bog plant), so D. al- 
pinum is probably of like character. 
According to the books, D. jeffreyi 
should be pale reddish purple; D. 
alpinum, being a diminutive of the 
former, should be the same in ap- 
pearance. 

It is unfortunate that so much 
confusion exists in the trade regard- 





ing the dodecatheon names; but the 
botanists seem to be even worse off, 
as witness the following: “The plants 
of this genus have received various 
specific interpretations, from the 
consideration of all forms as variants 
of the single species D. meadia, to 
the view that all variants merit spe- 
cific rank.” 
Hippocrepis Comosa 

A New York correspondent writes 
as follows: “Last summer I saw in 
an amateur’s garden a wall plant 
that made a good impression on me. 
Judging from appearances, it is a 
legume, throwing out quite pros- 
trate stems and producing heads 
(maybe umbels is a better word) of 
pretty yellow pea flowers. Have you 
any idea what it is?” 

That sounds to me very much like 
Hippocrepis comosa, a_ horseshoe 
vetch from southern Europe, where 
it is said to cover many sunny, lime- 
stone banks. In the garden, it is at 


home in similar situations, spread- 
ing out a carpet of pretty, pinnate 
foliage, over which are displayed 
lovely, nodding, golden pea-flowers, 
often throughout much of the sum- 
mer. The “Standard Cyclopedia of 
Horticulture” says the height is from 
eight to 20 inches, but that must 
mean length of the prostrate stems 
rather than stature; in any event, it 
did not get more than three or four 
inches tall here. It is splendid as a 
wall plant or for use on sunny banks. 
It was not fully hardy here in Win- 
ters of little snow and may need pro- 
tection in the climate of New York. 
It is easily grown from seeds, which 
are, however, difficult to obtain. | 
am told that it is also easily propa- 
gated from cuttings taken with a 
heel before flowering commences.

spreading kinds one of his best 
ground covers for shady spots and 
the ones with brightly-colored fol- 
iage good in many landscape roles. 

The ajugas form another group 
in which names mean little in gar- 
dens, and I have never made much 
effort to substantiate the names of 
bugles that have come and gone in 
my trials. The plants have gone 
mostly because they could not stand 
our dry northern Michigan sum- 
mers without watering and, in some 
cases, because they were unable to 
take the alternate freezings and 
thawings of inhospitable springs 
That does not mean that the plants 
are hard to grow; rather, it means 
that my soil is hard on any plant in 
long dry periods. The names used 
in the following discussion are not 
guaranteed true; they are merely the 
ones I have become used to in gar- 
den material. 

Ajuga reptans, a violently spread- 
ing plant, is not to be trusted in 
the vicinity of delicate neighbors, 
for it will quickly overrun the most 
robust. But that gives a hint as to 
one useful role—that of ground cov- 
er in almost any neglected spot, even 
where the lawn mower is to be used. 
In fact, it is the usual practice in 
well-kept gardens to run the mowe1 
over the plants soon after flowering 
to remove the unsightly heads and 
to induce a closer carpet of foliage. 

There are numerous forms in 
commerce, offering white, blue and 
purple flowers and a wide range of 
leaf coloring, including a number of 
variegated patterns, pale green, 
bronze and deep red. There is one 
variety (known as brockbanki) with 
deep red leaves that makes a pretty 
accent plant in drab situations. Ac- 
cording to my understanding of the 
names, brockbanki should cover a 
form of A. genevensis, a nonspread- 
ing species, with blue or rose flowers. 
Be that as it may, the form with 
deep red leaves and spreading habit 
should be a good seller in the neigh- 
borhood nursery. A. genevensis is an 
upright grower to a foot or perhaps 
more, with the usual range of flower 
color (white, blue and pink) and 
either green or variegated foliage. 
The easiest way to increase the 
spreading varieties is by division in 
spring or fall; the erect growers are 
best multiplied from cuttings of fresh 
growths in summer (August, here in 
northern Michigan), which should 
be wintered in a frame.

to be set and the possible workings 
of a federal quarantine. In answer 
to a question as to the time that 
must elapse before nursery stock 
could be moved after treatment for 
fire ants, it was indicated that 30 to 
90 days, probably 90 days, would he 
required. 

It was stated that a federal quar- 
antine, if invoked, would probably 
become effective about January 15 
or February 1, 1958. A decision on 
the quarantine was anticipated by 
December 15. 


VIRUS-FREE STRAWBERRIES

maintaining virus-free foundation 
stocks and planting stocks of straw- 
berry. However, once a commercial 
acreage of virus-free strawberries has 
been established, it is regarded as 
reasonably safe against commercially 
significant deterioration for two or 
three years; thereafter the fruit 
grower’s aging acreage should be 
abandoned in favor of replacement 
acreage that has been started a safe 
distance away in a substantially vi- 
rus-free location with certified virus- 
free planting stock. 

Certified virus-free nursery stock 
is naturally somewhat more expen- 
sive than common stock. However, 
the increased cost of producing virus- 
free plants justifies the increased 
charges for them, while the increased 
yields of berries make virus-free 
plants a wise investment for the com- 
mercial grower. 

Michigan Research 

The first virus-free plants of sev- 
eral varieties of strawberry were 
found only about eight years ago by 
J. B. Demaree and G. P. Marcus, of 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture. 

Since that time the list of virus-free 
varieties has been increased tenfold 
in the United States, and millions of 
plants substantially free of virus were 
already available for planting in 
1956. 

Creative regional research in the 
discovery, isolation, propagation and 
supervised distribution of virus-free 
plants in southwestern 

carried on jointly by 
Michigan experiment station _re- 
searcher in plant pathology, R. H. 
Fulton, and strawberry plant prop- 
agator Charles O. Zollar, Zollar 
Nurseries, Benton Harbor. Like all 
researchers, propagators and suppli- 
ers who are intent upon developing 
and distributing virus-free strawber- 
ry planting stocks, they follow a step- 
by-step procedure from discovery 
and isolation of the initial virus-free 
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specimen to release of consequently 
developed commercial quantities of 
certified virus-free plants for the use 
of nation-wide berry growers. 

Since it may not be determined by 
mere visual inspection, nor even by 
microscopic study, whether a straw- 
berry plant may be harboring a virus 
disease, it was necessary to devise 
some other practical means of dis- 
covering initially virus-free and oth- 
erwise desirable mother plants. 

Indicator Plant System 


The search for such a method gave 
rise to the ingenious technique 
known as indexing, a procedure that 
discloses by means of an indicator 
plant whether the specimen under 
scrutiny is virus-free or not. 

This technique is based upon the 
discovery that the wild woodland 
species of strawberry, Fragaria vesca, 
is highly sensitive to virus disease and 
soon displays visual symptoms with 
convincing clarity. 

The plant to be tested and an F. 
vesca indicator plant are joined in 
growth quite easily by the simple 
technique of tongue grafting. 
Tongues are cut in opposite direc- 
tions in chosen runners of the re- 
spective plants and the graft union 
is bound with tape. 

If the graft fails to take hold and 
make a good union within 14 days 
the runners are regrafted. Success- 
ful grafting enables virus that may 
be present in the suspect plant to 
gain access to the circulatory system 
of the otherwise virus-free indicator 
plant. The F. vesca specimen soon 
shows symptoms of the disease that 
it has acquired from its graft com- 
panion. 


Double Check Required 


Visual symptoms should appear on 
the indicator plant within six or 
eight weeks. In the absence of visual 
symptoms in due time, the straw- 
berry plant that is undergoing index- 
ing is regrafted to another indicator 
plant to double check the results. 

The same technique is used to de- 
termine whether wild strawberries 
growing in the vicinity of cultivated 
strawberries may be virus-laden 
sources of aphis-borne infection. 

The collaborative research group, 
of which Mr. Fulton and Mr. Zollar 
are the principal participants, has 
had to test only a few specimens of 
some varieties to find a virus-free 
plant.

screened specially equipped green- 
house on the Zollar strawberry nurs- 
ery acreages near Benton Harbor is 
carried on under the strictest sani- 
tary precautions. This safeguards 
the initiation of truly virus-free foun- 
dation stocks of strawberries that are 
the potential progenitors of reliably 
productive commercial acreages of 
berries in Michigan and elsewhere. 

When a plant is received for test- 
ing it is dipped in a solution of nico- 
tine sulphate for insect control. It is 
then potted in sterilized loamy soil. 
The pot-grown suspect and the virus- 
free indicator plant are grown in ad- 
joining pots that are arranged along 
a narrow bed of suitably loamy, 
sterile soil. This enables inarched 
runners to take root while under test. 

All plants under test are consid- 
ered carriers of virus until proved 
virus-free by testing and retesting. 
The rooted runners and the mother 
plant of a commercial variety that 
has proved to be virus-free serve as 
sources of propagating material for 
the production of a virus-free foun- 
dation-stock of the variety. 

In the meantime the greenhouse 
has been kept insect-free by spray- 
ing at least weekly with parathion 
to prevent any inroads of virus- 
transmitting aphis. 


Safeguards in Propagation 


Proved virus-free plants from the 
indexing greenhouse are summer- 
grown in a screen house on the Zol- 
lar property that keeps them isolated 
from any virus-transmitting insects 
while they are being increased to 
foundation stock proportions. 

The soil is fumigated for nema- 
tode control and incidental weed 
control. The greenhouse is sprayed 
every two weeks with parathion and 
isotox. 

Thus virus-free and nematode-free 
foundation stock is propagated to 
significant quantities for further 
safeguarded increase outdoors to 
salable quantities. 

Michigan requirements for certifi- 
cation of plants as virus-free de- 
mand that the outdoor propagation 
field be isolated at least 1,500 feet 
from either wild strawberries or cul- 
tivated strawberries. This is a diffi- 
cult requirement to meet in the fruit 
belt of southwestern Michigan, 
where most farmers, nurserymen and 
home gardeners grow at least a few 
strawberries; many fruit growers 
grow large acreages of strawberries, 
and there are many field and wood- 
land patches of wild strawberries.

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realized that the expansive airfield 
adjoining his headquarters might 
furnish some long-unused acreage 
that would be ideal for adequate iso- 
lation and frequent personal super- 
vision. The soil would certainly qual- 
ify by the absence of red stele and 
verticillium wilt, since no crop that 
could carry the diseases had been 
grown on it for well over five years. 
Inquiry proved that 10 acres could 
be leased in the middle of a large 
acreage completely devoid of other 
strawberries or other hazardous 
crops. 

The soil is fumigated before plant- 
ing for freedom from nematodes. As 
demanded by requirements for cer- 
tification of virus-free stock, the 
planted area is bounded by border 
rows of Fragaria vesca, which again 
serve as indicators in case any of the 
less demonstrative commercial vari- 
eties should indeed carry otherwise 
undetectable virus within their sys- 
tems. 

Pest control is practiced regularly 
for control of leaf diseases and in- 
sects. Parathion must be used every 
10 days as one requirement for cer- 
tification of the growing plants as 
virus-free stock. 

In addition, a field of strawberry 
plants that is intended for harvest 
and sale to berry growers in Michi- 
gan and elsewhere as certified virus- 
free stock must pass a spring to fall 
routine of critical official scrutiny 
by state department of agriculture 
inspectors and by Michigan State 
University entomologists and pathol- 
ogists whenever it is feasible for the 
latter to provide their services tow- 
ard unquestionably virus-free stock.

“IT have clematis blooms on my 
coffee table most of the time they 
are in bloom at the greenhouse in 
January and February and assure 
you that, when floated in water, 
they !ast eight to 10 days.

SECOND NURSERY SURVEY 


Information for its second report 
on nursery products will be collected 
by the crop reporting board of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture beginning in early January. 
The department will again survey 
production in the states of California, 
Colorado, Florida, Illinois and Iowa 
(selected for the pilot study a year 
ago) and will extend this year’s sur- 
vey coverage to the states of Michi- 
gan, Ohio, Oregon, New York and 
Texas. 

The reports will continue to cover 
eight classes of nursery products 
broad-leaved evergreens, conifers, 
deciduous shade trees, deciduous 
shrubs, rose plants, deciduous fruit 
and nut trees, grape vines and citrus 
and subtropical fruit trees. Approxi- 
mately 3,200 commercial producers 
— those who produced and sold 
$1,000 or more of nursery products 
in 1956 in the 10 states will be 
asked to report information on 1957 
production and sales. Growers will 
also be asked to report their inven- 
tory of plants on hand January 1958 
and estimate the number of plants 
available for sale during 1958. In- 
dividual reports are confidential and 
will be used only in developing state 
totals.

petals of the magnolialike flowers are 
not showy in the early spring, but 
are certainly noticeable, because of 
their strong fragrance. There are no 
general requirements as to location 
or type of soil for the banana shrub, 
and it will do well even under total 
neglect, retaining its handsome ap- 
pearance. It can be used in sunny 
or lightly shaded locations and is 
ideal as a medium-size specimen 
plant or as part of a shrubbery bor- 
der. 


Red Bay 

A native tree of the lower Pied- 
mont and costal plain areas, often 
called the bay, is the Persea bor- 
bonia. It is commonly called red bay, 
but in many areas it is called sweet 
bay, Florida mahogany or laurel 
tree. The red bay, shown in illustra- 
tion B, is a fine small evergreen tree 
with large, dark green, aromatic 
leaves that have a slight silvery cast

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on the undersides and are similar to 
those of the sweet bay magnolia (il- 
lustration C). The tree is occasional- 
ly found in its native state up to 40 
feet in height, but in cultivited con- 
ditions it usually grows to 20 to 25 
feet, in a rather rounded, shrubby 
form, holding its branches well to the 
ground. 

Red bay flowers are small, green- 
ish in color and generally incon- 
spicuous, appearing in the late 
spring, but the blue fruit that ma- 
tures in the fall is fairly attractive. 
The trees are not too commonly 
grown by nurserymen in the south 
and they are often overlooked as 
good ornamental plants. While na- 
tive plants of the species are normal- 
ly found in moist, boggy areas, the 
trees will do well in average soil con- 
ditions. 

Another species of persea, which 
is also found in the south, is the 
swamp bay persea,.or Persea pube- 
scens. It differs from the former 
plant by being more pubescent on 
the petioles and undersides of the 
leaves. Both of these plants are easy 
to grow, disease-free and hardy 
throughout the south, growing as 
far north as Knoxville. They are 
suitable for suri or part shade, mak- 
ing desirable plants for the border or 
for small specimen use. 

Gordonia Lasianthus 


Loblolly bay gordonia, Gordonia 
lasianthus, is another native tree 
of the south, ranging from south- 
east Virginia to Louisiana, but it 
was rarely seen in cultivation until 
recent years. The tree has attrac- 
tive evergreen foliage with showy, 
white, fragrant flowers appearing in 
midsummer and spasmodically un- 
til frost (illustration D). The flow- 
ers are similar to those of the Frank- 
lin tree, to which this plant is closely 
related. The plant has a rather 
shrubby habit of growth, reaching 
up to 40 feet in height. 

It is highly desirable for screening 
use, as a specimen plant or, occa- 
sionally, as a small tree. It is most 
commonly found in moist lowland 
areas and will not stand transplant- 
ing into dry soil conditions, but 
under high organic soil conditions, 
with sufficient soil moisture, it can 
be grown in the average home area. 
Certainly, for the south, it is much 
to be preferred to the deciduous 
Franklinia alatamaha. 

A native tree that was much used 
in landscaping work some 50 years 
ago and is gradually coming back 
into popularity is the Hercules’-club, 
Aralia spinosa, shown in illustration 
E. It has often been called the dev-

exotic appearance that can be used 
effectively about the modern home. 
It is a tall-growing shrub or small 
tree, often suckering at the base. 
The stems have thorns on them, 
whence the plant gets its species 
name. The large compound leaves 
are sometimes two or three feet in 
length and are usually found grow- 
ing horizontally from the ends of 
the main stems. 

The large flower head — often 18 
inches across appears above the 
leaves in midsummer and is showy 
for 10 days to two weeks. Flowers 
are soon replaced by shiny bluish- 
black berries, which are a treat for 
birds. The red flower bracts or pedi- 
cels are often removed to be used in 
flower arrangements and are most 
interesting in themselves. The aralia 
is not an easy plant to use in land- 
scape work, but there are certain 
areas in which it could be used ef- 
fectively, and the tree should not be 
overlooked. The plant is only found 
in mixed hardwood areas in fairly 
cood soil and does well under aver- 
age home soil conditions. 


Fringe Tree 


Though I have, up to this point, 
discussed native trees as being pref- 
erable to many of the northern-de- 
veloped varieties often used for land- 
scape work in the south, I must 
give preference to the introduced 
species of fringe tree, Chionanthus 
retusus, rather than to the southern 
native form, C. virginicus. I realize 
that this opinion is opposed to that 
of a great number of horticulturists 
throughout the country, and there 
may be occasions when the native 
fringe tree is slightly more attractive 
in its flowering season. However, 
when comparing the foliage of the 
two plants (which one has to look 
at for three to four months), I cer- 
tainly prefer C. retusus, the Oriental 
fringe tree (illustration F). The dark 
green foliage has a leathery texture 
and keeps its color quite late in the 
fall before turning yellow and drop- 
ping, whereas the native fringe tree 
has a light green, often chlorotic, 
look about it and begins to drop its 
foliage by midsummer. The Orien- 
tal species is more rounded and wide- 
spreading than the native, reaching 
only 20 to 25 feet in height, and is 
covered with a profusion of fleecy 
white flowers in the spring. 

It has the same disadvantage as 
the native plant in that it is one of 
the last trees to produce leaves in 
the spring, but, in spite of this, they 
are both desirable plants. The com- 
mon fringe tree is subject to scale 
infestations, but this does not seem 
to be a problem with the Oriental 
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fringe tree. The plant is desirable in 
sun or in lightly shaded areas and is 
ideal for use as a small specimen tree 
under average conditions. 


Pinckneya Pubens 


Another native tree of the south- 
ern states is Pinckneya pubens. Un- 
fortunately, it does not have a com- 
mon name other than pinckneya, but 
has in the past been called fever tree, 
calico bush and quinine tree. During 
Civil war days the tree furnished a 
a quinine substitute. It is a deciduous 
shrub or small tree, with pink leafy 
bracts, shown in_ illustration G, 
which are quite showy in late May 
and June. In some sections it has 
even been called poinsettia tree, be- 
cause of the resemblance of its bracts 
to those of the popular Christmas 
ornamental. The true flower parts 
are borne in the centers of the bracts. 

This tree is found in low, moist 
areas and is seldom seen in flower, 
even by inhabitants of the areas in 
which it grows naturally. It trans- 
plants well and can be grown readily 
from seeds. While its adaptability to 
dry soils is not definitely known, I 
have grown numerous seedlings in 
cans for several years, giving them no 
extra irrigation, and believe the trees 
can be grown under good soil con- 
ditions with success. However, there 
are still numerous lakes and ponds 
being landscaped throughout the 
south, and this tree, with its large, 
dark green foliage and _ colorful 
bracts, is delightful to use along a 
shore line. 

White-bracted forms sometimes 
occur, and it is hoped that in the 
future some of these may be selected 
from the typical pink types. The 
tree is subject to scale infestation, 
but there is no other major insect 
or disease problem affecting it. I be- 
lieve that more people should at- 
tempt to grow it, for it has many 
possibilities. 

Southern Wax Myrtle 

Southern wax myrtle, Myrica ceri- 
fera, is abundant in the lower south 
coastal plains area, but it is seldom 
thought of as an ornamental plant. 
However, I know from the many 
requests I receive that there is much 
interest in the plant and there could 
be a considerable market for it. It 
is a dioecious evergreen shrub with 
light green leaves of a fine texture 
that are fragrant when crushed. 
Though the flowers are inconspicu- 
ous, they form clusters of gray, wax- 
covered berries, which are numerous 
and highly decorative. The berries 
can be cut and, with the leaves 
stripped off, used in flower arrange- 
ments, or they can be left as a good 
source of food for birds. Wax from

SAN DIEGO CHAPTER 


It was announced at the regular 
meeting of the San Diego Chapter, 
California Association of Nursery- 
men, held November 21 at the Al- 
giers restaurant, San Diego, that 
Gordon Baker Lloyd will present his 
merchandising course for nursery- 
men at San Diego on the fourth 
Mondays of January, February, 
March and April.

September | was es- 
tablished as the delinquent date for 
dues in the C. A. N. insurance pro- 
gram, he said. Mr. James relayed 
the highway committee’s report that 
a number of contracts with nurseries 
had proved satisfactory to the Cali- 
fornia department of highways dur- 
ing the past year and that more are 
in prospect. 

Moto Asakawa distributed com- 
plete lists and price schedules for 
the labeling machine maintained by 
the chapter. The cost to members is 
$6.95 per 1,000 in 100-label lots—a 
considerably lower rate than can be 
obtained elsewhere. 

Seward Besemer, of the county 
farm adviser’s office, spoke on the 
phytophthora root rot, which killed 
hundreds of container-grown fuch- 
sias during the past year. He said 
that the fungus can be fought in 
1958 with better soil fumigation, 
better cuttings and lighter soil mixes. 

According to Mr. Besemer, leaf 
mold is too heavy for use as a me- 
dium for container growing. A mix- 
ture of fine sand and peat moss is 
more satisfactory, he stated. He rec- 
ommended manual No. 23, of the 
University of California’s agricul- 
tural publications, as a guide to the 
production of better soil mixes.

Mr. Edwards stated that the use 


of azaleas in landscaping has been 
neglected and that nurserymen are 
thereby losing many sales. Among 
the varieties he recommended for 
landscape use were the southern 
indica varieties, large-growing plants 
with single flowers, good for shrub 
borders; mollis (deciduous) vari- 
eties; Exbury hybrids, excellent for 
full sun or light shade; Glenn Dale 
varieties and Gable hybrids, hardy 
and decorative as border shrubs in 
full sun; Chugo hybrids from Japan, 
low-growing and compact, requiring 
shade and protection, and Knap Hill 
and Exbury hybrids, valuable for 
fall color. 

Mr. Edwards told of a soil mix 
now being used to grow azaleas, 
which consists of 75 per cent red- 
wood shavings and 25 per cent peat 
moss. Fertilizing is done every two 
weeks with a solution of five pounds 
of ammonium sulphate and two and 
a half pounds of iron in five gallons 
of water, diluted at the rate of one 
part solution to 150 parts water. The 
ammonia form of nitrogen is used in 
this fertilizer rather than nitrate 
nitrogen to maintain the proper acid 
balance.

The proposal was approved, and 
Mrs. Jensen and Mr. James were 
appointed to make necessary ar- 
rangements. 

President Charles E. Dibb, F. W. 
James & Son, National City, report-

pointing. Yet the buyers of the 
houses usually pay as much for them 
as they would have paid for good 
plantings. 


More Landscaping Opportunities 


Many homes were landscaped so 
long ago that the plantings are in 
poor condition or utterly out of date. 
Landscapes become old-fashioned or 
wear out as hats and cars do. Such 
plantings should be torn out and re- 
placed with new material. These 
older homes constitute a large poten- 
tial market. 

A comparatively new idea in land- 
scape design is the outdoor living 
room. So much has been written 
about this in garden magazines and 
the daily press that the public is 
well informed on it. Fundamentally, 
the outdoor living room is an area 
usually at the rear of the house, set 
aside for relaxation, with border 
plantings heavy enough to insure 
privacy. It is used for reading, loung- 
ing, etc. It lends itself to a great 


variety of treatments, depending 
upon the taste and wishes of the 
owner. Most of these outdoor living 


areas require the use of a consider- 
able quantity of nursery stock. 
Landscape nurserymen find an ex- 
tensive market for their services 
among churches, schools and _ hos- 
pitals. Usually these institutions have 
plans drawn by professional land- 
scape architects and then advertise 
for bids. All too often the building 
architect attempts to prepare a land- 
scape plan so that he can earn the 
additional fee. Most building archi-

tects are no better qualified to pre. 
pare landscape plans than landscape 
architects are to design buildings, 
so that specifications prepared by 
building architects are difficult, if 
not impossible, to meet. Plantings 
based on such specifications are not 
satisfactory and may reflect adverse- 
ly on the skill of the nurseryman. 


Advice on Bidding 


Before bidding on any large proj- 
ect that involves a considerable sum 
of money, one does well to inspect 
the grounds in order to inform him- 
self about the condition of the soil, 
presence of rock, necessary grading, 
the availability and cost of labor, the 
possibility of running trucks into the 
grounds (you might have to use a 
wheelbarrow) and the utilities that 
you will need to use. The successful 
bidder may lose money on a job by 
overlooking some items that cause 
him unforseen expense..Any ques- 
tionable matters not covered by the 
specifications should be cleared up 
before you bid. 

Above all, remember that it is bet- 
ter not to bid at all than to bid 
dangerously low for fear of being 
underbid by a competitor. You can- 
not stay in business long if you mere- 
ly trade dollars or operate at a 
loss. Let the other fellow have a few 
jobs below cost. He will not be able to 
offer serious competition very long. 


I fear it is true that a few land- 
scape nurserymen enter low bids, 
planning to chisel on the specifica- 
tions. Not only is such a practice 
grossly dishonest; it is not even in- 
telligent. Inevitably it will react 
against the bidder. In the long run, 
the best advertisement a landscape 
nurseryman can have is a good job 
well done. Any landscape nursery- 
man who has been in the business 
long will tell you that his best busi- 
ness comes to him from people who 
have seen the work he has done for 
others. An enthusiastic customer is 
always ready to recommend you. On 
the other hand, the unfavorable ad- 
vertising of a skimpy job more than 
offsets any profit you might make by 
means of questionable practices. 

Cemeteries frequently need _ the 
services of the landscape nursery- 
man. New cemetery areas being 
opened need trees along the drives 
and shrubs or hedges on the outer 
boundaries. The latest development 
in cemeteries is the memorial park, 
in which an attempt is made to simu- 
late a beautiful, well landscaped 
park. Monuments are either entire- 
ly prohibited or their use is permitted 
only in restricted areas. Lots are not 
outlined by curbs, grilles, fences or 
hedges or in any other way. Markers

times the changes are upon us before 
we are fully aware of them. In the 
east and north today the demand for 
taxus (yew) of all kinds far exceeds 
the supply. Taxus species are re- 
placing several other kinds of ever- 
greens in landscape plantings. The 
use of some of the common shrubs in 
foundation and border planting is 
declining. On the other hand, broad- 
leaved evergreens are being used 
more liberally. Do not try to run 
counter to these trends—they reflect 
customer preference. 

Magazines and newspapers wield 
a strong influence in the shaping of 
public demand. A skillfully written 
and cleverly illustrated article can 
create a desire for certain plants that 
nurserymen may have difficulty in 
satisfying. The garden magazines of 
the country have many millions of 
readers who become better informed 
every year. You should subscribe to 
these magazines and read them in 
order to keep up with the thinking 
of your customers. Daily papers in 
the larger cities cater to the wishes 
of their readers by maintaining gar- 
den departments. Nurserymen ought 
to be grateful for all this publicity, 
because it is making America a na- 
tion of gardeners. 


Landscape Sales Techniques 


Selling landscape services requires 
different tactics than does selling 
nursery stock in a cash-and-carry 
salesyard. In the latter, the cus- 
tomer is primarily interested in indi- 
vidual plants, while the landscape 
client is thinking in terms of ultimate 
results. When working on a prospec- 
tive landscape customer, try to paint 
a word picture for him. Talk in 
terms of beautiful lawns, colorful 
gardens and restful outdoor living 
rooms. Your prospect is not much 
interested in knowing that you would 
plant a group of shrubs here, a tree 
there or a screen somewhere else. He 
is more interested in the scene that 
will be created when you are through 
planting. 

Try to defer mention of cost until 
you have done your best to create 
such a strong desire for the landscape 
planting that the expense becomes a 
secondary matter. During the dis- 
cussion you probably can get a fairly 
accurate idea of how much your 
client is willing to spend. If he feels 
that he cannot afford to carry out 
the entire planting at one time, sug- 
gest that he plan to do it over a 
period of two or three years, adher- 
ing at all times to the original plan, 
so that when the planting is complete 
it will have unity.

elaborate plan usually is not neces- 
sary for the average home grounds 
consisting of only two or three city 
Jots. You can sit down with your 
client, learn his preferences, if he has 
any, and then draw a rough sketch 
of how you propose to develop his 
property. Often this is the only plan 
that you need to draw. You will 
have to work out details of what and 
where to plant and how many, so 
that you can make an intelligent 
estimate of the cost, but this will be 
for your own information only. 
You will encounter prospects who

After 
they have acquired several plans 
ACK they may decide to buy the stock 
from some other nurseryman and 
plant it themselves according to 
whichever of the plans they like the 

best. They may even go so far as to 
L turn your plan and quotation over 
to a competitor. If he is willing to 
underbid you, he gets the job, using 
your plan. 

In order to avoid being imposed 
upon in this manner, tell your pros- 
pect that the plan is to remain your 
property and is to be returned to you 
within a reasonable length of time 
if he decides not to buy. You can 
further protect yourself by making 
your planting list (corresponding to 
specifications in a house plan) sepa- 
rate from the design plan and retain- 
ing it yourself until the job is yours. 
The ideal procedure is to charge for 
the plan—a practice followed by 
many nurseries. As an inducement 
to the customer to give you his busi- 
ness, you can offer to apply the cost 
of the plan as a credit on the cost of 
the landscape job. 

Use high-quality, strong-grade 
trees, shrubs and plants in carrying 
out your landscape plantings.

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depth. Some pruning is always nec- 
essary to remove broken roots and 
branches or to balance the top with 
the roots. 

Be neat. Leave a clean-cut line 
between the lawn and the area plant- 
ed. Level off the soil around new 
plantings, remove surplus soil, sweep 
off walks and drives and clean up all 
debris to show your customer that 
you take pride in your work. 

Explain to him that nursery stock 
is perishable; that, like any other 
living thing, it needs care and atten- 
tion. He knows that baby chicks and 
Chow pups must have good care to 
survive, but he is likely to think that 
trees and shrubs will take care of 
themselves. Show him how to water. 
cultivate, prune and spray. Give him 
all the instructions that he can ab- 
sorb, and the effort will pay divi- 
dends. The more personal attention 
your customer gives the plants, the 
more interest he is likely to take in 
them, and the better the survival. 

Guarantees 


A problem that you may encoun- 
ter on your first job is one that still 
heated discussions 
among nurserymen. I refer to the 
question of guaranteeing. Most of 
your customers will want to know if 
you guarantee your stock to grow. 
You will have to formulate some sort 
of policy and follow it consistently. 

Associations of landscape nursery- 
men in some cities and states have 
adopted a standard form of guar- 
antee. If such a guarantee is in use 
in your city or state, it would be well 
for you to adopt it, too. These guar- 
antees are the result of long experi- 
ence and probably are the best that 
can be worked out for the section to 
which they apply. 

If there is no standard guarantee 
in your trade territory you will have 
to work out one for yourself. A plan 
which some nurserymen have fol- 
lowed successfully is to quote two 
prices on a landscape job—one with 
a guarantee and one without. The 
former might be 20 to 25 per cent 
higher than the latter, The theory 
here is that the extra amount repre- 
sents a premium on insurance that 
protects the purchaser against loss. 
If any stock fails to survive the first 
growing season after planting, it will 
be replaced free 

Regardless of the plan you adopt, 
you should bear in mind the fact that 
you can never expect 100 per cent 
survival on your plantings. Conse- 
quently, if you offer any guarantee 
at all, you must protect yourself by 
charging enough to cover this haz- 
ard. I suggest that vou discuss this 
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matter with successful landscape 
nurserymen in your vicinity and 
profit by their advice. 

Grow or Buy Stock? 

Perhaps you are wondering 
whether you should grow your own 
nursery stock. The landscape busi- 
ness requires a wide variety of stock 
in many cases, including shade trees, 
evergreens, shrubs, hedge plants, 
vines, roses, perennials, etc. Much 
skill, time, equipment and _ super- 
vision is required, not only to propa- 
gate this nursery stock, but also to 
plant, cultivate, trim, spray, dig and 
store it properly. Unless you are 

repared to set up an organization 
to do all of this, it would be better 
for you to buy your nursery stock. 
In this way your risk would be re- 
duced to a minimum, because you 
would not need to buy any consid- 
erable quantity of stock until you 
had orders for it. 

Under certain circumstances you 
may find it to your advantage to 
have some nursery stock growing on 
your own grounds, especially large 
shade trees and evergreens, which 
are expensive to ship and difficult to 
store. A landscape client often wants 
to see the trees that are specified on 
his landscape job and may even want 
to select them himself. In such a 
case it is an advantage to have trees 
growing on your own grounds for 
him to see. You do not need a large 
stock to impress a client, because the 
average layman does not have a clear 
conception of what constitutes a 
nursery. Comparatively few trees 
look like many to him, and a large 
assortment from which to choose 
may only serve to confuse him. Have 
you ever gone into a large clothing 
store to buy a suit only to find such 
a large array that you became con- 
fused and had difficulty making up 
your mind? For this reason, even if 
you are growing a wide variety of 
nursery stock, it is advisable to create 
a display area in which only a lim- 
ited selection is growing. 

Groups of businessmen who have 
like interests usually form organiza- 
tions so as to benefit mutually from 
an exchange of ideas, the fostering 
of legislation, the promotion of busi- 
ness, etc. Landscape nurserymen are 
no exception. They banded together 
a number of years ago to form a 
national organization known as the 
National Landscape Nurserymen’s 
Association. It is now a strong or- 
ganization having members in all 
parts of the country, an aggressive 
program and a full-time secretary. 
When you have your business estab- 
lished we suggest you apply for

fishways. Each fishway consists of 
a collecting system, a fish ladder and 
a pair of fish lochs. A fish ladder 
consists of an inclined flume, 40 feet 
wide, in which have been installed a 
series of weirs (fences for catching 
fish). The fish ladder permits the 
adult fish, migrating upstream, to 
reach the higher water level above 
the dam. There are fish counting 
stations operated at each ladder to 
observe the success of the fishways 
and to obtain the data necessary for 
the conservation of fish. 

Leaving Bonneville, we journeyed 
southwest to the fascinating Mult- 
nomah falls, the largest falls in the 
Columbia gorge, dropping 625 feet. 
This is a MUST stop along the 
Columbia river highway. 

After leaving Multnomah falls, we 
moved in toward the Portland area, 
home of the Portland Wholesale 
Nursery Co., the Van Hevelingen 
Nursery and others. At the Van 
Hevelingen nursery, a holly hedge 
has been planted around 270 acres. 
Some 60 to 70 acres of roses, as 
well as Easter lilies, are grown here. 
Professor Clark related that many 
of the gardeners in the Portland area 
are of Italian and Greek descent. 

College Farms 

Wednesday morning we visited 
the experimental farms of Oregon 
State College. Here 65 to 70 varie- 
ties of hollies are on trial. Two hol- 
lies in particular fascinated me 
Pinto Variegated and Oregon Su- 
preme. The holly plots were mulched 
with sawdust to a depth of eight 
inches. We inspected the strawberry 
variety trials, ornamental crab apple 
plots and the extensive irrigation 
system. 

I was interested in the comments 
made by Professor Clark concerning 
general production in Oregon. He 
stated that there are 67,000 acres 
of canning peas and about 19,000 
acres of strawberries produced annu- 
ally. Oregon ranks first in string 
bean production, having four times 
more production than New York 
state. After a whirlwind tour of the 
test plots we returned to the Clarks’ 
home and bade them a reluctant 
farewell. 

Shore Route Sights 


We left Corvallis on Route 44 to 
Waldport, along the Pacific coast, 
and turned right on Route 101 to 
Yachats, where we stopped for 
lunch. Yachats, located at the mouth 
of the Yachats river, is an excellent 
recreation area — a Mecca for pho- 
tographers and artists. At this point

noon, we followed the shore line 
drive toward Brookings. Fifteen miles 
north of Brookings we saw our first 
forest fire. I was perturbed, because 
of the rapidity with which it swept 
up the mountainside. Over our car 
radio we heard the appeal for all 
national guardsmen of the area to 
report immediately to assist in fight- 
ing the fire. Needless to say we 
breathed a sigh of relief when we 
arrived at Brookings. 

Brookings is a _bulb-producing 
center made famous for its Croft 
lilies. This is an excellent recreational 
area, especially for trout fishing in 
nearby streams and for off-shore 
fishing for salmon, steelheads and 
tuna. 

Entering California 

Thirteen miles from Brookings we 
crossed the California state line, 
where the customary courteous in- 
spection by the agricultural officials 
gave us a clear slate. At this point 
we met our first redwood truck. 
What a sight! We drove 14 miles 
further to Crescent City, on the 
beautiful Redwood highway. The 
magnificent rocky shore line, the 
lighthouse, the aquarium and Totem 
Pole park all make this area a much- 
desired vacation center. 

That evening we watched the 
heavy pall of smoke roll iazily across 
the shore line, and, after sunset, oc- 
casional long tongues of flame rolled 
skyward against the northern hori- 
zon. We were seeing a forest fire at 
night, a brilliant, yet costly specta- 
cle! 

Friday was a beautiful day, and 
we decided to relax by spending it 
along the coast hunting agates and 
driftwood. We were becoming rock 
hounds. In the distance we could 
hear seals barking on the colorful 
rocks, some quarter of a mile off the 
coast. After a late luncheon we drove 
about this colorful community, with 
its attractively planted homes. While 
listening to the radio we learned 
something. We heard that when the 
humidity is lower than 25 per cent 
all logging operations cease. Warn- 
ings were being given that the hu- 
midity that particular day was the 
lowest it had been in over 40 years in 
that area. It was 7 per cent! After 
a restful day we returned to our air- 
conditioned motel.

ness begins, due to rather steady 
sales throughout the summer and fall 
with potted and container-grown 
stock. 

“Cash-and-carry sales are becom- 
ing a greater factor in our business; 
so we are giving more attention to 
container-grown and potted plant 
materials. 

“In general, we have had a very 
successful season.” 


Two Ohio Reports 


“Our total volume is slightly off 
this year due, probably, to three rea- 
sons,’ writes John D. Siebenthaler, 
president, the Siebenthaler Co., Day- 
ton, O. He cites the following fac- 
tors: 

“First, the extremely wet April 
and early part of May, which pre- 
vented the delivery of goods and the 
execution of landscapg jobs; second, 
the long dry spell front the middle 
part of July to the middle part of 
October, which discouraged early 
fall planting, and third, a general 
decline in all retail business through- 
out this area.” 

“We do not regard the condition 
as serious, but rather a leveling off 
to meet a planned balanced econ- 
omy,” Mr. Siebenthaler comments, 
adding: 

“Our autumn business is impor- 
tant, amounting to about 80 per cent 
of the volume of our spring business. 

“The only marked change that we 
have noticed is that the time has 
come when there has to be more sell- 
ing done as compared to just order 
taking, which has persisted in the 
past several years. We are giving 
more attention to advertising direct- 
ed to the customers we want to reach 
and are keeping closer contact with 
our sales personnel.” 

William A. Natorp, president, 
William A. Natorp Co., Cincinnati, 
O., states: 

“Due to the nature of our oper- 
ations, fall business is very important 
to us, amounting to approximately 
#5 per cent of our yearly sales. Our 
springs are frequently wet. Because 
of the heavy soil, we carry out con- 
siderable planting and transplanting 
in our nurseries in late summer and 
early fall. This year is no exception. 
Our growing season was very good 
this year; there was.plenty of rain 
all summer, with only a short dry 
spell in October. In our 42 years of 
business we have never seen the 
grass green all summer long as it was 
this year.

“Weather conditions here in 1957 
were very favorable, and stock made 
considerably more than average 
growth. Rainfall was 10 inches in 
excess of what is normally recorded, 
and it was well distributed, coming 
mostly at opportune times.

Limited operations are still continu- 
ing, and we have reason to believe 
our business this fall will conpare 
very favorably with that of the pre- 
vious one.” 


“Good Year” at St. Paul 


H. S. Reid, landscape architect 
for Holm & Olson, Inc., St. Paul, 
Minn., gives the following comments: 

“Our fall volume is 60 to 75 per 
cent of our spring volume. We make 
more money on our fall business, be- 
cause we use more of our own mate- 
rials and have less overhead. We 
have had a good year, with no in- 
crease, but sales up with those of 
the past two years. There have been 
no marked changes, special features 
or new ideas; we have just kept 
plugging along.” 

Mr. Reid notes that he is just get- 
ting back into active duty after ill- 
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ness most of this year and confine- 
ment for four months. He expects 
to be “back in the saddle” next 
season. 


Changing Factors at Des Moines 


Store sales are up and planting 
work is down, reports Harold Parn- 


ham, Robinson & Parnham, Des 
Moines, Ia., in these fall observa- 
tions: 


“In our salesyard or garden shop, 
spring sales are about double fall 
sales—that’s for seeds, fertilizers, 
tools and what we call hard or dry 
goods. Nursery ~~ sales will be 
about 60 per cerit in spring and 40 
per cent of our Volume in fall. 





“Our sale of labor, planting items 
for customers, will just reverse; about 
40 per cent of labor sales are for 
spring and 60 per cent for fall busi- 
ness. People who do fall planting do 
not do the work themselves, either 
spring or fall, and we have more 
landscape plantings in the fall re- 
quiring our labor. The natural urge 
to plant is not there in the fall, ex- 
cept in the true gardener. Our 
Dutch bulb sales this fall were very 
good; except for narcissus, we sold 
out early. 


“For the year to December 1, our 
garden shop sales were up about 5 


per cent; merchandise sales, up 11 
per cent, and nursery stock sales, 
up about 11 per cent. Labor sales 


are down about the same amount, as 
more people are doing their own 
planting. Our total volume is off 
about 3 per cent, but this is due to 
a large cut in professional sales. 
FHA does most of the subdivision 
work in this area free of charge to 
landowners, and a local architect 
this year is giving site planning serv- 
ice to the schools free of charge. You 
can’t bid lower than those two com- 
petitors.

per cent of our total; it has at times 
run 50 per cent. There is not much 
change in kind of stock sold. Collec- 
tions are better this year. We are 
busy with Christmas stock now.” 


Normal Nebraska Fall 


Fall planting by nurseries showed 
normal volume in Nebraska, accord- 
ing to Vernon Marshall, Marshall 
Nurseries, Arlington, Neb. Details of 
the season follow: 

“Fall planting is small as part of 
our total volume. We do practically 
no shipping of stock in a retail way, 
but do considerable fall planting of 
landscape jobs in the city of Omaha, 
where the work is done by our own 
crews and we can follow up on the 
proper maintenance to carry the ma- 
terial through the winter. 

“We have had a more favorable 
season than usually; there has been 
sufficient moisture, so that we feel 
that plantings made this fall should 
come through the winter with a high 
percentage of survival. But, gener- 
ally speaking, we do not consider 
fall planting desirable in this area, 
unless we can do it ourselves. 

“Business this past fall was about 
the same as it was in former years, 
and in general the fall planting done 
in this area by other firms is prob- 
ably about normal. It is confined 
mostly, we think, to city planting 
where the material can be properly 
maintained through the winter. 

“We feel that conditions are such 
that our business will be good for 
spring. Our bookings are practically 
the same as they were a year ago 
at this time, and collections seem to 
be fully as good as they were a year 
ago, even a little better.” 

North Dakota Outlook Promising 

“Lighter sales of evergreens were 
offset by heavier calls for deciduous 
stock to keep the fall volume even 
with that of 1956, reports R. J. Lay- 
ton, general manager, Northwest 
Nursery Co., Valley City, N. D. 
Other data follow: 

“We are very pleased with condi- 
tions over most of our territory. 
Some areas received more than dou- 
ble the annual rainfall; other areas 
suffered from drought. The overall 
picture looks good, however. 

“Autumn business is very impor- 
tant to us, due to our short spring 
season. The period from the time 
when we can first work the soil un- 
til it becomes too warm for planting 
is usually about 60 days. We are not 
favored with a slow arrival of spring, 
such as nurserymen to the south of 
us enjoy. 


“The past fall season was good. 
Our volume was about the same as 
in 1956, but evergreen sales were

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light, which meant a large increase 
in the sale of deciduous stock. Win- 
ter damage to evergreens has forced 
us to avoid fall sales of evergreens 
wherever possible. 

“Our big volume is done in the 
spring. As of November 1, our sales 
are 10 per cent greater than at this 
same period a year ago. We have 
near completion a building 46x80 
feet which we hope will greatly alle- 
viate the space problem in handling 
our increased spring volume and en- 
able us to deliver orders promptly 
and as early as possible in the spring. 
This new building will contain a 
refrigerated room for roses, birch, 
etc., as well as a drive-in salesroom. 

“There is not much to report 
about new methods of operation, ex- 
cept that we have practically elim- 
inated hand weeding by the use of 
power hoes and weed sprays. Have 
also cut down on replacements — 
and postage costs—by using poly- 
ethylene bags in our packing. All in 
all, we are optimistic.” 


From Northern California 


“Our main planting season here in 
northern California is from about 
the middle part of December to the 
middle part of April; the fall business 
is small in comparison with our 
spring business. 

“I should say that our fall retail 
sales are possibly a little slower than 
they were last year; however, we 
found our landscape business as good 
as or possibly better than last year’s, 
and we anticipate a brisk demand in 
the coming season. 

“This year, for the first time, we 
are trying a tying machine for the 
bundling of our roses, fruit trees and 
grapevines; some of the fruit tree 
nurserymen in California are using 
this type of machine, and others are 
not. We find a saving by using the 
machine, as we do not need to train 
new men to do the tying each season. 

“Last year our fall season was 
quite dry; this year we have con- 
siderable moisture, which has made 
digging conditions ideal. Indications 
are that this season will be as good as 
last year’s, considering the orders al- 
ready booked and those we are now 
receiving. The demand has been par- 
ticularly heavy for apricot, pear and 
walnut trees. We believe the supply 
of fruit trees, ornamentals and roses 
is sufficient to take care of the con- 
sumer demand. 

“Field help has been fairly plenti- 
ful, and we are trying to use Ameri- 
can help as much as possible.”
